At least 19 perso ns were dead 
fro m th e reju v enated Agnes, 
wh ich was bo rn in th e Caribbe­ 
an last weekend as a h u rricane. 
Th e mo st rain fell o n th e 
W ash ingto n area in 44 y ears 
and m o re th an 1 0 , 0 0 0 perso ns 
w ere ev acu ated fro m th eir 
h o mes in th e capital regio n. 
T h o u sands o f o th e r perso ns 
were driv en fro m th eir h o mes 
at WeMsv ille, N. Y., in wh at th e 
m ay o r called th e city ’s “ wo rst 
natu ral disaster.”

Numbers Decline 


W ASHINGTON 
(U PI) - 
There were more heavy smok­ 
ers among Americans in 1970 
than in 1965, but the total num­ 
ber of smokers has continued to 
decline, according to a govern­ 
ment report issued today. 


Basing its conclusions on in­ 
formation gathered from inter­ 
views in 37,000 households dur­ 
ing 1970, the National Center 
for Health Statistics also con­ 
cluded that men continue to 
show greater interest than 
women in kicking the habit. 


The report said that in 1970 
an estimated 48 .8 million per­ 
sons 17 and older were puffing 
anywhere from one to 99 or 
more cigarettes a day. In 1965, 
an estimated 50.7 persons were 
cigarette smokers. 


New Draft Option 
Dodd Carried Pistol 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In an 
attem pt to fill the depleted 
ranks of the ¿National Guard 
and reserves, the Selective 
Service System announced to­ 
day that for the first time Army 
draftees have the option of join­ 
ing the standby services. 
Draftees who accept service 
in the Guard or reserves need 
spend as little as four months 
on active duty. The Army draf­ 
tee tour is two years. Those 
choosing the new option will 
have a military obligation of six 
years. 
The new regulations go into 
effect July 1. 


A-Bfast Protest 


•SYDNEY, Australia (UPI) - 
A 34-foot yacht protesting the 
imminent French nuclear ex­ 
plosion eluded the French navy 
today in the area of the South 
Pacific test site. Officials said 
the blast could come any time 
the weather clears. 
A descendant of the leader of 
the mutiny on the Bounty evac­ 
uated the people of his island 
and expressed concern the blast 
might contaminate their supply 
of fish. 
French officials at Papeete 
on the island of Tahiti said the 
time of the blast at Mururoa, 
8 00 miles to the southeast, 
would depend on weather condi­ 
tions and could come at any 
time.

“Those who knew about the- 
pistol feared the despondent 
Dodd might try to end his 
humiliation with a pistol shot, 
thereby turning the drama into 
Roman tragedy in front of the 
assembled senators,” Anderson 
reported in columns published 
today. 
Dodd was censured June 23, 
1967 for spending cam paign 
contributions on personal debts. 
He died May 24, 1971 at 66, 
after failing to win re-election 
as an independent in 1970.

Rail Lands 
Probe Asked 
By Lawyer 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)-An 
antipoverty lawyer taking a tip 
from Ralph Nader is seeking 
federal action to have the 
Southern Pacific Co. divest it­ 
self of millions of acres of 
western land. 


David Kirkpatrick, a staff 
lawyer with the Salinas office 
of California Rural Legal As­ 
sistance and a representative of 
the National Coalition for Land 
Reform, told newsmen Wednes­ 
day that he was seeking an 
inquiry by the Interior Depart­ 
ment. 


Kirkpatrick charged the rail­ 
road was violating the term s of 
the land grants received in the 
1900s. 
“ Millions of acres of public 
land were given to private rail­ 
roads to spur construction of 
new tracks and settlement of 
the West,” he said. 
“ If the land was not sold 
within three years of construc­ 
tion, it had to be opened for 
sale to settlers in blocks of 160 
acres or less, generally at $2.50 
an acre or less.” 
An SP spokesman denied the 
charge and added the coalition 
was “apparently basing its case 
on only superficial research in­ 
to the law and history of rail­ 
road land grants.” 
Kirkpatrick said he has filed 
an adm inistrative com plaint 
with the Interior Department. 
The aim, he said, was to have 
the agency make a report on 
land given SP on the west side 
of the San Joaquin Valley, be­ 
tween Sacramento and Lake 
Tahoe, and in other parts of the 
railroad’s routes. 
The complaint also sought 
return of land given the Santa 
Fe and other western railroads.

6 Shot Dead By 
'Men-Only' Killer 


CHERRY HILL, N.J. (UPI)— 
A private guard described by 
his neighbors as a quiet church­ 
goer went berserk in an office 
building Wednesday and shot 12 
men, six fatally, before wound­ 
ing himself in the head. 


The gunman, identified as 
Edwin Grace, 32, a Pinkerton 
guard from New York City, 
seemed deliberately to avoid 
firing at the women he encoun­ 
tered during the 15-minute 
shooting spree which turned the 
normally quiet office building 
into a slaughterhouse. 


Grace, under heavy guard at 
Cherry Hill Hospital where his 
condition was called “critical,” 
entered the Heritage Building 
at about 2:30 p.m., carrying 
two sawed-off .22 caliber rifles. 


Police said he roamed from 
office to office, shooting only 
men. Some were shot at their 
desks, others w ere gunned 
down in the halls. 
“I looked out the door and I 
saw him standing in the hall 
reloading his gun,” said Jam es 
Slimmer, who was wounded. 
“All I saw was the gun and his 
eyes. I slammed the door and 
held it shut.” 
Slimmer said he was shot 
through the door. “I was hold­ 
ing my thumb over the wound 
with one hand and doing my 
dam ndest to keep the door 
closed with the other. He shot a 
few more times and then he 
left.” 
On the tree-lined street in 
Brooklyn where Grace lived 
when at home, neighbors said 
Grace “was always so quiet.” 
“I’m totally dumbfounded by 
the whole incident,” said Louis 
Zone. “It came to me as a total 
surprise. He was a quiet young 
man.” Zone’s wife said that 
Grace was “a fine kid and quite 
a churchgoer,” 


Jam es Ashman, who escaped 
being shot by jumping out a 
window of the colonial type 
building, said “We were just 
talking to one another and the 


guy walked in and shot the 
owner, Bernie Robinson, right 
in the head. 
Mayor John T. Holden told 
newsmen that Grace wore a 
uniform with a patch that read 
“.Court Clerk, Essex County, 
N.Y.” He said Grace also wore 
a dog tag with “ Edwin Grace, 
white male, 1939” written on it. 


The six men killed were iden­ 
tified as Robert Bartone, 22, of 
Delanco, 
N .J.; 
Joseph 
A. 
DePalma, 44, and Charles Mer­ 
kel, 37, both of Cherry Hill; 
Theodore G. Hall, 38 , of Willing- 
boro; Stephen B. Robinson, 42, 
of Cinnaminson; and Joseph 
Boyd, 48 , of Morristown. 


Taken to Cherry Hill Medical 
Center in critical condition 
were: Wayne Stoup of Cherry 
Hill; Maynard Bell of Marlton; 
‘Val Risco of Groveville; and 
Gary Davis of Moorestown. In­ 
jured slightly were Charles Col­ 
lins, 24, of Pennsauken; and 
Walter Wilks, 46, of Levittown, 
Pa. A 13th man, Walter Wilks, 
46, of Levittown, fractured his 
arm when he jumped out a 
window to escape the killer. 


Waterfront 
Strike Threat

Monday, 
all of your operations ... will be 
struck ,” said Carl Damaso, 
president of Local 142 of the

and Warehousemen’s Union, in 
a letter to 11 stevedoring firms. 


Afro Styles 
May Cause 
Bald Heads 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)— 
Young blacks with their hair 
teased up into bushy Afros are 
running the risk of losing their 
hair, a team of Atlanta doctors 
told the American Medical As­ 
sociation Wednesday. 


Dr. Augie C. Broun, a derma­ 
tologist at Emory University, 
said that premature hair'break- 
age results from the mechani­ 
cal and chemical straightening 
and the teasing with combs 
needed to produce the style. 


He reported seeing 25 such 
cases in the past two years, 
including several young men 
and women who had gone tem­ 
porarily bald over their entire 
head or in patches. 
There is also a risk of perma­ 
nent hair loss among Afro 
wearers from scalp infection 
due to infrequent hair washing 
and the use of straightening 
chemicals, he added. 
Brown, who presented a re­ 
port co-authored 
by three 
whites and two blacks at Emo­ 
ry, said the threat of hair loss 
doesn’t apply to the “natural” 
Afro—in which the hair is not 
teased away from the head and 
is cut relatively short. 


Seek Slice 
Of McGovern Booty 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
—Four defeated presidential 
candidates today asked a feder­ 
al court for a slice of the 271 
convention d e le ga te s Sen. 
George S. McGovern won in 
California’s winner-take-all pri­ 
mary.

McGovern insisted the losing 
candidates were asking the 
court to grant them what the 
voters would not and charged 
they were seeking to change the 
rules after the gam e was 
played. 


Supporters of Sens. Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Henry Jackson, 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm and Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
filed a law suit only 20 days 
before the start of the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention ask­ 
ing that the winner-take-all pri­ 
mary election be struck down 
and the delegates be allocated 
to all contenders on a propor­ 
tionate basis. 
» 
If the suit were successful, 
McGovern would lose 151 Cali­ 
fornia delegates and would trim 
his estimated committed con­ 
vention votes from 1,328 .15 to 
1,177.15. There are 1,509 votes 
needed to win. 
Hum phrey 
would gain 106 C alifornians, 


boosting his current estimated 
total to 48 2.55. 


U.S. D istrict Court Judge 
Phillip C. Wilkins indicated he 
would rule this afternoon on the 
motion to convene a three-judge 
panel to hear the merits of the 
class-action suit. 


The suit, filed by attorney 
William Jennings, a Humphrey 
campaign worker, asserts that 
California Democrats who vot­ 
ed for candidates other than 
McGovern at the June 6 pri­ 
mary would be disenfranchised 
at the convention because 
McGovern swept up all the 
detegates. 


Howard Jewell, representing 
M cGovern’s California cam ­ 
paign, asserted that Jennings 
“ wants from this court what he 
could not get from the people. 
He wants two swings at this 
thing.” 


If the proportionate represen­ 
tation suit was successful, 
McGovern would take 44.3 per 
cent of the California delegates 
to the convention or about 120 
votes. Humphrey would get 39.2 
per cent or about 106 delegates; 
Wallace about 6 per cent or 16 
delegates.

Contempt 
Citations 
Are Upheld 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Ninth Circu it Cou rt of Ap­ 
peal today u pheld contempt ci­ 
tations against a ty pographical 
u nion local and two of its offi­ 
cers for secondary boy cotts in 
its strike against the San Ra­ 
fael Independent-Jou rnal. 
The appellate cou rt, howev er, 
rev ersed citations against two 
other officers on grou nds there 
was no ev idence they knew 
abou t the continu ed u nion activ ­ 
ity . 
In the same action, the cou rt 
allowed to stand an order of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
that the u nion was engaged in 
u nfair labor practices. 
The combined su its grew ou t 
of picketing of retail stores in 
Marin Cou nty by San Francisco 
Ty pographical Union Local 21 
in connection with its strike 
against the newspaper. 
The u nion began picketing 
stores adv ertising in the Inde­ 
pendent-Jou rnal March 17 ,19 7 0, 
and on April 28 of that y ear the 
d istrict cou rt ordered it to 
cease picketing and'distribu ting 
handbills to the pu blic. 
On Ju ne 24, 19 70, U. S. Dis­ 
trict Ju dge William T. Sweigert 
fou nd the u nion and fou r of its 
officers in contempt for contin­ 
u ed picketing. No m onetary 
fines were imposed. 
In its ru ling the circu it cou rt 
said a u nion may picket to u rge 
the pu blic not to bu y adv ertised 
produ cts bu t cannot u rge cu s­ 
tomers to stop doing bu siness 
with the store. An NLRB hear­ 
ing ex aminer held that the u se 
of tearsheet ads on picket signs 
did not adequ ately identify the 
stru ck produ cts. 
The high cou rt u pheld the 
contempt citation for the local 
and for its v ice president, John 
J. DeMartini and its organizer, 
Don Abrams. It rev ersed the 
conv ictions of u nion president 
Leon Olson and Secretary Trea­ 
su rer G. M. Bachich.

Zu nino claimed she got Gu er­ 
ra s name from John A. Pedro- 
li, a San Rafael mechanic she is 
friendly with and tried to hire 
him to stage an “accident.” 
Pedroli testified today that he 
had indeed mentioned Gu erra 
to her as a possible enforcer, 
bu t he said her followu p had 
alway s been joking ex cept for 
once in Nov ember or December 
when she seemed to speak seri­ 
ou sly abou t wishing her hu s­ 
band dead.

ferry . The bidders thu s tacked 
on ex tra dollars to cov er them­ 
selv es in case the engines are 
late and pu sh the bidders into 
the $l,500-a-day penalty period. 
Spau lding also reported that 
Ly coming, the only manu fac­ 
tu rer of the needed tu rbines, 
hiked their price by $200,000 for 
each v essel’s power sy stem on 
Tu esday .

The Potomac Riv er was be­ 
liev ed to be the highest since 
19 42. It was six feet ov er flood 
stage at some points, and 
lapped close to the end of a 
ru nway at National A irport 
which was v irtu ally cu t off by 
water ov er the roads. 
Thou sands of gov ernm ent 
workers —all those ex cept ones 
in emergency positions —were 
encou raged to stay home u nder 
the g ov e rnm e nt’s ‘‘libe ra l 
leav e” policy . 
Sev en of the deaths were in 
Virginia, which ex perienced 
some of its worst flooding in 50 
y ears. 
Ev en at the White Hou se, 
some water trou ble was report­ 
ed. Reporters fou nd the carpet­ 
ing wet in the basement lev el of 
the press room. 
Fou r persons drowned in the 
Su squ ehanna Riv er region near 
Harrisbu rg, Pa. Highway s were 
closed by mu d and rock slides. 
Hu ndreds of fam ilies were 
ev acu ated. State police rescu ed 
36 girl scou ts trapped du ring 
the night at a camping area 
near York, Pa. 
Scores of Su squ ehanna Riv er 
tribu taries flooded. The riv er 
itself was rising bu t posed no 
immediate threat. 
At Fort Hu nter, Pa., a tribu ­ 
tary swept away the trailer 
home of a cou ple, and they 
were missing and presu med 
dead. Fifteen miles east of Har­ 
risbu rg, a baby was swept from 
the arms of the father as he 
tried to carry the child to safe­ 
ty . A man was swept off a 
bridge near Hershey . 
The water was two feet deep 
on the streets of Shinglehou se, 
Pa., and sim ilar conditions 
were reported at Eldred, Port 
Allegany and Smethport. 
There also was heav y flood­ 
ing along the Pennsy lv ania- 
New York border. In Ly kens, 
Pa., a small creek ov erflowed 
and residents were ev acu ated 
by boats. Near East Berlin, 
Pa., state police said campers 
were trapped.

A Landmark 
Decision In 
Child Case 


A federal ju dge ru led y ester­ 
day that a Marin mother and 
other poor parents in danger of 
losing their children becau se of 
neglect or abu se mu st hav e an 
appointed attorney . The deci­ 
sion pu ts an u nwelcome bu rden 
on the pu blic defender’s office. 
Thomas G. Hendricks, depu ty 
cou nty cou nsel, said the land­ 
mark decision by Ju dge Stanley 
A. Weigel of U.S. District Cou rt 
in San Francisco will probably 
be appealed bu t that this will be 
for Ju v enile Cou rt Ju dge Jo­ 
seph G. Wilson to decide. 
Weigel ru led that a Marin 
mother, whose child was made 
a ward of the cou rt u nder 
Section 6 00 of the state Welfare 
and Institu tions Code, was enti­ 
tled to appointed cou nsel. 
Hendricks ex plained that his 
office represents the children in 
su ch matters if they hav e cou n­ 
sel so that the pu blic defender’s 
staff wou ld hav e to represent 
the parents. 
In the Marin case, the woman 
has been represented by a dep­ 
u ty pu blic defender, he said, 
since the Legal Aid Society of 
Marin and the You th Law Cen­ 
ter, a federal fu nded San Fran­ 
cisco agency , made a test case 
of the matter. 
Hendricks said he did not 
believ e that the federal cou rt 
had ju risdiction in the matter 
and said state cou rts hav e held 
contrary to Weigel’s finding. 
Weigel ru led that any cou rt 
proceedings mu st come to a 
halt u ntil the parent is notified 
of his right to free cou nsel.

handbills if they are not related 
to its operations. 
The school decisions by Ju s­ 
tice Potter Stewart dealt with 
the creation of new districts at 
Scotland Neck in Halifax Cou n­ 
ty , N.C., and 
Em poria in 
Greensv ille Cou nty , Va. 
Citing the Cou rt’s 1971 deci­ 
sion in a landmark North Caro­ 
lina case, Stewart said “a new 
school district may not be cre­ 
ated where its effect wou ld be 
to impede the process of dis­ 
mantling a du al sy stem.” 
The “informed ju dgment” of 
U .S.' District cou rts mu st be 
relied u pon to determine what 
the effect wou ld be, he said. 
Stewart cau tioned howev er that 
mere disparity in the racial 
composition of the two sy stems 
alone wou ld not be su fficient 
reason to bar the creation of a 
new district. 
Bu t in the Emporia case, he 
said, there is more inv olv ed 
than “disparity in racial per­ 
centages.” 
The v ote in the Emporia case 
was 5 to 4, with Chief Ju stice 
Warren E. Bu rger and Ju stices 
Harry A. Blackmu n, Lewis F. 
Powell Jr. and William H. 
Rehnqu ist —all Nix on adminis­ 
tration appointees —dissenting. 
The Scotland Neck case drew 
a u nanimou s v ote with the fou r 
Emporia dissenters joining in a 
separate concu rring opinion. 
Both decisions rev ersed the 
4th U.S. Circu it Cou rt of Ap­ 
peals, which held that federal 
cou rts may interfere only if the 
“ prim ary ” pu rpose of creating 
new school districts is to retain 
as mu ch racial separation as 
possible. 
The appeals cou rt said lower 
cou rt ju dges mu st keep hands 
off if the new district is “de­ 
signed to fu rther the aim of 
prov iding qu ality edu cation and 
is attended secondarily by a 
modification of the racial bal­ 
ance, short of resegregation.” 
“ We hav e focu sed on the ef­ 
fect —not the pu rpose or moti­ 
v ation —of a school board’s 
action in determining whether 
it is a permissible method of 
dismantling a du al sy stem,” 
Stewart said. “The ex istence of 
a permissible pu rpose cannot 
su stain an action that has an 
impermissible effect.”

Bathurst v igo ro usly defended 
the raise, against the co uncil’s 
eco no my driv e.

SEATTLE (UPI) - Life isn’t 
qu ite the same for Wanda Ad­ 
ams these day s now that mil­ 
lions of people hav e seen her 
face on the cov er of a national 
magazine and read the intimate 
details of the break u p of her 14- 
y ear marriage. 


“Drop ou t Wife — A strik ing 
Cu rrent Phenomenon,” was the 
headline on the cov er of a 
recent issu e of Life. Inside, the 
featu re article told how Wanda, 
the mother of three, had 
“walk ed ou t on her family to 
begin a new life of her own. 


Wanda Adams, 35 , now liv es 
with her 10-y ear-old dau ghter, 
Su san, and another woman in 
large, dilapidated hou se across 
the street from a park . Her 
hu sband, Don, and their two 
sons, Christopher, 7, and Pat­ 
rick , 6, still liv e in the family 
home. 


“IT REALLY has changed 
my life, there’s no qu estion 
abou t that,” she said of the 
magazine article and su bse­ 
qu ent stories in newspapers and 
on radio and telev ision. “ It’s 
really hard to hav e any priv ate 
life at all. I feel that now I hav e 
to mak e an effort to liv e the 
way I want to liv e. I get so 
many req u ests and offers to do 
things.” 


One of the most interesting 
aspects of the reaction to Wan­ 
da Adams’ personal story has 
been the lack of reaction from 
the women's liberation mov e­ 
ment. 


“I hav en’t heard any thing 
from any body in the mov e- 
,ment,” she said. “I gu ess part 
bf it is that y ou ju st don’t hear 
from people who su pport y ou . 
I’v e heard from lots of people 
who aren’t necessarily in the 
mov ement. Bu t I hav en’t heard 
from feminists.” 


ALTHOUGH SHE has en­ 
joy ed the opportu nity to reach 
su ch a large au dience with her 
v iews, the “Dropou t Wife” said 
she now realizes the drawback s 
of fame and can u nderstand 
what celebrities mean when 
they talk abou t a lack of priv a­ 
cy . 


“Sometimes when I go into a 
store to bu y something I’ll no­ 
tice that the check er or clerk 
will go off and point me ou t to 
someone else. It doesn’t alway s 
happen bu t I feel people are 
look ing at me. People some­ 
times ju st come u p to me and 
start talk ing. 


“The other thing is that I get 
telephone calls from people who 
hav e read the article. They 
think they k now me from read­ 
ing that article becau se it was 
personal.

T rad ition ally , p aren ts hav e 
play ed a subserv ient role in the 
P aren t-T each er A ssociation. 
Not subserv ient in an organiza­ 
tional sense — they hav e often 
held all official positions — but 
subserv ient regarding purpose. 
It has been the P-TA which 
put floodlights on outdoor bas­ 
ketball courts, prov ided teach-' 
ers’ lounges with refrigerators 
and paid for curtains trans­ 
forming the gy mnasium into a 
theater. 
While all this is well and 
good, it also has some “ not-so- 
good” results. Those v ery peo­ 
ple who should be inv olv ed in 
decision-making in the schools 
— the parents — are too in­ 
v olv ed in peripheral activ ities 
to get into the meat of the 
school program. 
Teaching methods, the v arie­ 
ties of choice open to students, 


curriculum thrusts, administra­ 
tiv e structure and staff training 
are more important than play ­ 
ground 
floodlights and stage 
curtains. The original purpose 
of parent and teacher organiza­ 
tions was to prov ide a forum, or 
congress, where parents and 
school authorities could come 
together to decide school pro­ 
gram and focus. 


BUT OVER the y ears an arti­ 
ficial split has come and most 
school decisions are made by 
school authorities, generally ex ­ 
cluding the teachers, without 
entering first into debate and 
d is c u s s io n w ith p ar e n t s . 
Strangely enough, the split has 
occurred at the sam e tim e that 
parents, on the av erage, hav e 
had more and more y ears of 
schooling them selv es. 
For ex am ple, in many sub­ 
urbs the av erage y ears of pro­ 
fessional education bey ond high 
school for parents is often equal 


to or greater than that of the 
local teaching staff. Yet those 
professionally educated parents 
seldom ex ercise their right to 
be a part of the decision-mak­ 
ing process in the local public 
schools. 
This is changing. Tampa is a 
case 
in point. 
Many of the 
parents in that Florida city are 
v isiting schools and m eeting to 
discuss local problems. They 
keep in touch with school au­ 
thorities. Ev en parents without 
college degrees are discov ering 
that they hav e a lot to offer. 
Tampa 
parents, 
black and 
white, hav e had a great deal to 
do with the schools this y ear 
following a court order for an 
8 0 per cent white, 20 per cent 
black integration program. 


MORE SENSITIVE 
Tampa 
school au th orities h av e w el­ 
comed the new sense of concern 
by Tampa parents. They are 
sharing with them their reasons 


for try ing or not try ing innov a­ 
tions. A former P-TA member, 
now a school board member, is 
delighted that the Tampa P-TA 
is getting out of “ housekeep­ 
in g” and into school programs. 
There are those, of course, 
who argue that parents should 
not be part of the decision­ 
making process in the schools. 
After all, one argument goes, 
local tax pay ers don’t tell the 
fire or police departments how 
to run their operations. 
But all parent-teacher organi­ 
zations were born on the notion 
that educating y oung people is 
a cooperativ e v enture between 
the home and local social orga­ 
nizations. And that it is this 
v ery cooperation which is es­ 
sential if schools are to suc­ 
ceed. And the wider and deeper 
the parent in v olv em en t, the 
m ore 
su ccessfu l 
the 
local 
schools.

It’s h ard work, h e said. He 
arrives at h is small office in th e 
Old Execu tive Office Bu ilding- 
next to th e Wh ite Hou se—abou t 
7:30 a.m. and says h e rarely 
leaves before 7:30 p.m. 
“We do work very h ard h ere, 
becau se th e President does,” h e 
said. 
Hallet gradu ated fom Yale a 
year ago and h ad planned to go 
immediately to Harvard Law 
Sch ool. He decided to defer th e 
law wh en h e was offeed a 
position on th e Wh ite Hou se 
Staff. 
He believes h e may h ave 
attracted President Nixon’s at­ 
tention by a dispatch h e wrote 
for th e Wall Street Jou rnal on a 
su mmer job becau se “h e men­ 
tioned it at a press confer­ 
ence.” 
Hallet said h e never h as wav­ 
ered in h is political allegiance:

His sen io rity in 
th e Ho u se h ad made h im ch airm an o f th e 
scien ce an d astro n au tics co mmittee,

Defense Department. The 
chairman denied the fact that 
Lockheed Flag was located in 
his district of Swampville, La., 
had anything to do with the 
company’s winning the order. 
SWAMPVILLE, La., July 14, 
1973 — The president of the 
Lockheed Flag Co. displayed a 
prototype of the WF1 (White 
Flag One) for the press this 
morning. The president said the 
WF1 would outperform any 
white flag now flying. It would 
be an all-weather flag which 
would fly at night as well as 
during the day, and could stand 
gusts of wind up to 100 miles an 
hour. Lockheed Flag said it 
hoped to have the WF1 in pro­ 
duction in 10 months. 
ED W ARD S A IR FO RCE 
BASE, Calif., June 15, 1974 — 
The first WF1 was tested here 
today and Defense Department 
officials announced they were 
very pleased with the results. 
The WF1 flew at an altitude of 
23 feet for three hours. Al­ 
though it showed some fabric 
fatigue under stress. Lockheed 
Flag engineers said the damage 
was minimal, and easily could 
be repaired. 


SWAMPVILLE, La., Sept 2, 
1974 — The president of Lock­ 
heed Flag announced today that 
due to increased labor costs, 
fabric fatigue and hikes in flag­ 
pole ropes, his company would 
not be able to fulfill its WF1 
contract for SI billion. He said

11. 1975 — Congress, at the 
urging of the White House, vot­ 
ed today to give the Lockheed 
Flag Co. $1 billion to complete 
work on the WF1 and also lend 
it another SI billion to develop a 
new multiwhite flag project 
which could fly six white flags 
from the same flagpole at the 
same time.

19 .10.010 PURPOSE. 
The adoption of a Uniform Fire Code is for the pu rpose of 
prescribing reg u lations g ov erning conditions hazardou s to life and 
property from fire, ex plosion, the storag e of flammable liqu ids, bu lk 
petroleu m produ cts, ex plosiv es and blasting ag ents, prov iding for 
certain permits and the penalties for v iolation of this ordinance and 
to prov ide a Bu reau of Fire Prev ention. 
19 .10.020 DEFINITIONS. 
A. Whenev er the word ju risdiction is u sed in the Uniform Fire 
Code, it shou ld be held to mean the City of San Rafael. 
B. Whenev er the term corporate cou nsel is u sed in the Uniform 
Fire Code, it shou ld be held to mean the City Attorney for the City of 
San Rafael. 
19 .10.030 ADOPTION OF UNIFORM FIRE CODE. 
It is hereby adopted by the City of San Rafael that certain code 
known as the Uniform Fire Code, recommended by the Western Fire 
Chiefs’ Association and the International Conference of Bu ilding 
Officials being particu larly the 19 71 addition thereof, and the whole 
thereof sav e and ex cept su ch portions as are hereby deleted, modified 
or amended by Section 19 .10 09 0 of this Ordinance, of which Code not 
less then three copies hav e been and are now filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the City of San Rafael and the same are hereby adopted and 
incorporated as fu lly as if set ou t at leng th herein and from the date 
on which this ordinance shall take effect, the prov isions thereof shall 
be controlling within the city limits of the City of San Rafael. 
19 10 040 ESTABLISHMENT AND DUTIES OF BUREAU OF FIRE

A. The Uniform Fire Code shall be enforced by the Bu reau of Fire 
Prev ention of the Fire Department of the City of San Rafael which is 
hereby established and which shall be operated u nder the su perv ision 
of the Fire Chief of the Fire Department.

IN OUTSIDE ABOVE GROUND TANKS IS TO BE PROHIBITED. 
A. The storag e of flammable or combu stible liqu ids in ou tside 
abov e g rou nd tanks is hereby prohibited within the limits of fire zone 
1 and fire zone 3. In all other zones the storag e of flammable or 
combu stible liqu ids in ou tside abov e g rou nd tanks is su bject to the 
limits referred to in section 15.201 of the Uniform Fire Code. 
B. New bu lk plants for flammable or combu stible liqu ids are 
hereby prohibited in fire zone 1 and fine zone 3. 
19 .10.06 0 ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITS IN WHICH BULK STOR­ 
AGE OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GASES IS TO BE RESTRICT­ 
ED. 
The bu lk storag e of liqu efied petroleu m g as is hereby restricted 
within the limits of fire zone 1 and fire zone 3, su bject to the limits 
referred to in section 20.105(a) of the Uniform Fire Code. 
19 .10.070 ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITS OF DISTRICTS IN 
WHICH STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES AND BLASTING AGENTS IS 
TO BE PROHIBITED. 
There shall be no storag e of ex plosiv es or blasting ag ents as set 
forth in section 11.106 (b) of the Uniform Fire Code within the city 
limits of the City of San Rafael. 
19 .10.08 0 NEW MATERIALS, PROCESS OR OCCUPANCIES 
WHICH MAY REQUIRE PERMITS. 
The Fire Chief and the Chief of the Bu reau of Fire Prev ention shall 
act as a committee to determine and specify , after g iv ing affected 
persons an bpportu nity to be heard, any new materials, process or 
occu pancies which shall requ ire permits in addition to those now 
enu merated in said Code. The 
Ch ief o f th e Bu reau o f Fire Preven tio n 
shall post su ch list in a conspicu ou s place in h is o ffice a n d 
distribu te 
copies thereof to interested persons. 
19 .10.09 0 AMENDMENTS MADE TO THE UNIFORM FIRE CODE. 
The Uniform Fire Code is amended and chang ed in the following 
respects: 
Section 1.205 of Article 1, is hereby amended and shall read as 
fo llo ws:

“The Chief, members of the Fire Prev ention Bu reau and all 
members of the Department charg ed with enforcement of this code 
shall hav e the powers of a police officer while performing their du ties 
u nder this code.”

Currently , doctors must get 
ap p rov al for further medical 
care when a Medi-Cal p atient

Behr told the committee the 
“ p rior a uth orization” sy stem 
has driv en many doctors out of 
Medi-Cal because of the p ap er­ 
work and the rev iew of their 
medical judgment. 
“ It has failed to p rev ent 
unethical doctors from cheating 
the sy stem ,” Behr said, “ and it 
has denied needed medical care 
to the p oor." 
Dr. John H. Jordan of the 
Health Care Serv ices Dep art­ 
ment. op p osed the bill, contend­ 
ing “ p rior a uth orization” is 
needed to p rev ent unnecessary 
medical care. 
Sens. Jack Schrade, R-San 
Diego, and Ja m e s Q. Wed- 
worth. D-Hawthorne, cast the 
two “ no v otes on the bill. 
At an earlier news confer­ 
ence. Behr said his Medi-Cal 
legislativ e p ackage had the sup ­ 
p ort of the California Medical 
Association, the California Hos­ 
p ital Association and the Cali­ 
fornia Rural Legal Assistance.

In 
fact, many ov erweight older 
p ersons with slightly more than 
normal am ounts of sugar in the 
urine and blood do v ery well if 
they lose weight. There is some 
question whether these indiv id­ 
uals hav e diabetes. 


THE TYPICAL diabetes that 
dev elop s in children and y oung­ 
er adults is easy to diagnose. 
This is not alway s true of the 
“diabetes" that dev elop s later 
in life. The laboratory tests are 
abnormal, but not too far off. If 
the condition cannot be con­ 
trolled with diet, antidiabetic 
p ills or insulin are added to the 
regimen. So many oldsters de­ 
v elop the late onset form of the 
diasease, that some authorities 
believ e that like gray hair, it 
may be norm al after age 60.

There are tim es when y ou’ve got to be a switch-hitter. I used to 
practice left-hand shots at Hardy ’s in Dallas by turning the club 
over. 
It finally paid off in a Ry der Cup match against Brian Huggett 
of England — probably the greatest shot I ever hit. 
My ball was nuzzling a big tree where I couldn’t get to it right- 
handed. The hole was a dogleg right, with the green 125 y ards 
away . So I moved over on the wrong side, took a cut and hooked 
the ball around som e trees and on the green. I two-putted to win. 
I suggest that most play ers use the back of their putter to 
advance a ball left-handed. The secret is this: Keep y our head 
down. Most guy s look up and fan the ball. 
If there’s any way to hit it in y our natural manner, even if it 
means standing on one leg, the percentages are with y ou. On this 
kind of shot y ou don’t expect to move the ball far from either side. 
It’s a percentage gam e. 
If y ou can waste one stroke and escape with bogey , take it. 
Getting fancy can cost y ou a seven. And the only place those 
babies can help y ou is in Las Vegas.

Thursday, June 22, 1972 
wo-Wheelers May Outnumber Marin's Autos 


The four-wheeled automobile,' 
the main source of transporta­ 
tion in Marin County, is facing 
serious competition from the 
two-wheeled bicycle. 


In fact, the two-wheeler may 
have passed up the four-wheel­ 
er in the actual number of 
vehicles in the county, although 


no accurate bicycle count is 
available. 
Marin’s car registration for 
1971 totaled 112,538 automobiles 
and 12,861 trucks, for a total of 
125.399. Informal estimates 
place Marin’s cycling popula­ 
tion at three-fourths of the 
county’s total of 207,000, or 
about 155,000 perons. 


As recently as 1968, youth in 
Marin were quoted as saying 
high school students “ wouldn’t 
be caught dead riding a bicycle 
to school.” 
FAD CATCHES ON 
Even as such assertions were 
being made, the bicycle fad had 
caught on and was engulfing 
the population. 


Ten Interesting Outings Offer 
Variety To Marin Bicycle Fans 


Experienced cyclists recom­ 
mend the less-traveled rural 
roads for family bicycle rides. 
Here are some localized bicy­ 
cle trails recommended by the 
Mill Valley Cvclery: 


1. Bear Valley Trail — Ten 
mile-round trip. Excellent fami­ 
ly ride. Hikers and bikersonly. 
No food or drink available. 
Breathtaking view at ocean 
end. Leave car at Point Reyes 
Park headquarters near Olema. 
Free trail maps. 


2. Nicasio Loop — About 20 
miles, mostly level, light traff­ 
ic. Be sure to go clockwise 
(Nicasio to San Geronimo to 
Taylor State Park, Tocaloma to 
Platform Bridge Road to reser­ 
voir to Nicasio) to take advan­ 
tage of prevailing winds. To 
avoid heavy traffic, ride inside 
state park from park entrance 
to swimming hole. 


# 3. 
Pa ra dise Driv e Lo o p. — 
About 20 miles, hilly. Begin at 
the Strawberry Shopping Cen­ 
ter, south on frontage road par­ 
allel to Highway 101. Left on 
Seminary Drive, follow lagoon 
to Strawberry Drive. Follow 
this to Tiburon Boulevard. 
Right one block to traffic light. 
Turn right, ride on frontage 
road (Greenwood Road) until it 
joins Tiburon Boulevard again 
near Trestle Glen. Stay on Tib­ 
uron Boulevard. (Walk bikes 
uphill if traffic is heavy — 
caution here!) 


Heavy weekend traffic. Passes 
Audubon Canyon Ranch bird 
sanctuary. 


5. Cascade Canyon Loop — 
About seven miles. Begin hilly 
ride at Mill Valley Cyclery. 
North on Miller Avenue to cen­ 
ter of town. Left on Throckmor­ 
ton to Old Mill Park. Right on 
Cascade after bridge. Stay on 
this all the way for slow, grad­ 
ual climb to end of paved road. 
Right on Lovell to stop sign. 
Right on Elma, left on Throck­ 
morton past stop sign. Right on 
Ethel to Montford, then left to 
Mill Valley Cyclery. 


6. China Camp Loop — Ten to 
12 miles, flat to rolling hard 
surfaced road. Nice scenery, 
little traffic, excellent family 
ride. McNear Beach Park en- 
route offers swimming and pic­ 
nic facilities. Begin at Marin 
County Civic Center and ride 
east on North San Pedro Road. 
Circular route returns to Civic 
Center. 


7. Angel Island — Several 
miles of hard surfaced roads. 
Hilly, no cars. Picnic area. 
Spectacular views of San Fran­ 
cisco and bay. Ferry leaves 
Tiburon at Windjammer restau­ 
rant. Call Angel Island State 
Park Ferry for information.

8. 


Either ride straight into Tib­ 
uron or turn right on San Ra­ 
fael Avenue. Either stay on San 
Rafael Avenue or stronger ri­ 
ders turn right on West Shore 
Road and up steep hill to Belve­ 
dere Road into Tiburon. From 
Tiburon stay on Paradise Drive 
to Paradise Beach County Park 
(restrooms, picnic facilities, 
fishing and swimming). On to 
the firehouse at Trestle Glen 
Boulevard.

9. Tennessee Valley Road — 
Three to four mile round trip. 
Excellent family trip. Hard sur­ 
face rolling road.

In 1965, only a half dozen 
bicycle shops were listed in the 
Marin County telephone direc­ 
tory. This rose to eight shops in 
1969, 11 in 1971 and 20 shops 
listed in this year’s directory. 
The lowly two-wheeler, 
shunned like the plague a few 
years ago, is now a beloved 
companion for all ages from the 
toddler to grandma. 
.Some bike enthusiasts con­ 
tend that the cycling fad has 
already peaked and is on the 
way down, but most observers 
feel that bicycling is still the 
rage and is here to stay. 
At least, that is the assump­ 
tion on which the Marin County 
Parks and Recreation Depart­ 
ment, with the cooperation of 
various cities and other govern­ 
ing agencies, is continuing to 
improve what is still only a 
sketchy county bicycle path 
system. 
BIK E PATH SYSTEM 
A countywide bike path sys­ 
tem does exist, with 215 miles 
of bicycle paths outline on the 
map. However, the bulk of 
these “ bike paths” represent 
existing streets and highways 
that are mainly for automobile 
use. Only about 15 or 20 miles 
are signed bicycle routes that 
provide relatively safe riding. 
Pierre W. Joske, county 


parks and recreation director, 
and Don L. Rolph, county park 
planner, gave this report on the 
current status of bicycle paths. 
Cyclists can ride from San 
Francisco over the Golden Gate 
Bridge and get off at the spe­ 
cial bicycle offramp built by 
the Golden Gate Bridge District 
onto Conzelman Road, (he mili­ 
tary road in Fort Baker. This 
leads through Fort Baker into 
signed city streets in Sausalito. 
From about Gate 4, a city 
bicycle path heads north to the 
Sausalito Bait Shop area, where 
the county path connects Sau­ 
salito with Dolan’s Comer in 
Mill Valley. 
The cyclist must then ride 
alongside city and county 
streets to continue north into 


Corte Madera over Corte Made­ 
ra Grade or east over Alto 
interchange and onto Tiburon 
Boulevard. One of the best bike 
paths in the county starts from 
Blackie’s Pasture near Trestle 
Glen and continues into down­ 
town Tiburon with a first-class 
black topping riding lane. 
There is no short, easy ride 
from Mill Valley into Cone 
Madera. The cyclist must ei­ 
ther take the steep old county 
highway (Corte Madera Grade) 
or make the Paradise Drive 
loop and come out at Corte 
Madera Wye. 
BACK STREETS 
From Corte Madera north­ 
ward, the cyclists use existing 
back streets of Larkspur, Kent- 
field, San Anselmo and San 


Rafael. At San Rafael, the bike 
rider may take the San Pedro 
Road loop around China Camp 
and come out at the Civic 
Center or head directly over 


Puerto Suello Hill into Terra 
Linda . 
At Ma rinwo o d, the cy clist 
runs into a ma jo r no rth-so uth

I-J Special Report 
WASHINGTON — While 
you’re checking over the gear 
you'll use when you get to your 
favorite recreation spot this 
season, don't forget to check 
out the gear that has to get you 
there, reminds the Tire Indus­ 
try Safety Council. 


“ Your camper and trailer 
tires have probably been stored 
as long as your recreation 
equipment,” says Council 
chairman Ross R. Ormsby, 
“ and a flat could spoil the fun 
as easily as a leaky boat.’’ 
When you inspect your recre­ 
ational vehicle tires if the tread 
groove depth is 1/16 inch or less 
'in two or more adjacent 
grooves they should be re­ 
placed. 
This is the legal minimum in 
many states, and now is a good 
time to estimate if your re­ 
maining tread groove depth will 
last you through the season 
before it reaches the minimum 
safe level of 1/16. 
Always carry a spare tire and 


wheel and include it in your 
inspection, insuring it is also 
properly inflated and you have 
the necessary tools for chang­ 
ing. Acquiring a special size 
tire may not be possible if you 
travel to remote areas. 


When you load up, insure the 
weight is equalized side to side 
and properly distributed fore 
and aft. When properly inflated 
this will promote even tread 
wear. 
Normally you'll want tires 
capable of higher inflation pres­ 
sures that standard passenger 
car tires to handle the heavier 
loads of these recreation vehi­ 
cles. 
Check your dealer or owner's 
manual for size and inflation 
recommendations. 
Remember, when a heavy 
trailer is being towed it can 
possibly reduce steering ability 
of the towing vehicle, requiring 
extra caution on the part of the 
driver. 
The rear tires on the towing 


vehicle act as a fulcrum, or 
center of total pulled weight 
distribution. The normal load 
on the front tires is lightened 
with resulting decrease in de­ 
flection and contact area. 
Inspect your tires regularly 
for foreign matter imbedded in 
the tread which could penetrate 
the tread and cause flats or 
other costly damage, especially 
if you run on rough roads. 


And watch for overheating in 
smaller trailer tires? They can 


turn up to 80 per cent more 
revolutions per mile than those 
on your towing vehicle. 


The Tire Industry Safety 
Council offers free of charge a 
Recreational Vehicle Consumer 
Tire Guide containing informa­ 
tion on the care and mainte­ 
nance of recreational vehicle 
tires, and proper load and infla­ 
tion tables. The guide may be 
obtained by writing to “ Recrea­ 
tion,” Box 726, New York, N.Y. 
10010.

Waikiki 
Most 


Waikiki, Island of Oahu, Ha­ 
waiian Islands, is one of Amori- 
ca s 
most v a lued piece of 
beachfront judg ed by both cost 
of land and rev enue g enerated. 
Should Waikiki improbably g o 
on the market, a contemporary 
Croesus would be ex pected to 
pay about $700 million for the 
sca nt 7/10th squa re mile of 
land. 


Incredibly , this area of about 
452 acres — some 150 acres of it 
submerg ed - in 1971 g enerated 
about $450 million annuallv or 
70 percent of the 50th state’s 
entire tourist industry of $644 
million. 
That is a hefty sum for a 
peninsula that until the turn of 
the century was a wet sprawl of 
swamps, duck ponds and rice 
paddies. 
Since the early 18 00s, until 
early 20th Century day s of Ha­ 
waii's last monarch, land rim­ 
ming the curv ing stretch of 
beach beside Diamond Head 
was for a priv ileg ed few. 
Estates of the alii (roy alty ) 
and residences of leading fami- 
lies stretched along the shore in 
1901 when the v enerable Moana 
became the first hotel on the 
beach, bring ing about a news­ 
paper complaint that the 6- 
storv hotel “ blocked the v iew of 
Diamond Head” . 
V oy a g ers 
in 
sea rch 
of 
warmth and leisure took steam­ 
ers across the sea in increasing 
numbers, creating the need in 
1927 for the opening of the 
Roy al Hawaiian Hotel. 
Resident population g rew and 
more tourists beg an to arriv e. 
No long er could the beach be 
considered a play g round for the 
idle rich, for family homesteads 
were sold and small cottag e 
dwelling s beg an to scatter back 
amidst the ponds behind Kalak- 
aua Av enue. 
It was a somnolent neig hbor­ 
hood, somewhat ty pical of how 
readers of nov els pictured the 
tropics. It was not. howev er, 
without its problems. 
In 1920 its sewer sy stem, laid 
out in the 18 8 0s, demanded im­ 
mediate attention. So ov erload­ 
ed were sy stems, that one critic 
deemed the Beach Walk area 
as “ almost one continuous cess­ 
pool” . 
Paradise was not perfect and 
was about to come less so. War 
came to Pearl Harbor — and 
the world; blackouts and coils 


of barbed wire came to Waiki­ 
ki. 


But people — people to de­ 
fend the nation, people to keep 
ships afloat and planes aloft — 
still came to the islands, many 
to settle in Waikiki. 
As late as 1943, Board of 
H ea lth 
C om m issions 
sen t 
squads out hunting mosquito 
breeding places — for deng ue 
fev er was at epidemic propor­ 
tions: two dead. 1,000 ill. Waiki­ 
ki 
was 
"out of bounds” to 
serv icem ent and tourists. A 
near-deserted v illag e was the 
result. It was almost the last 
time it would be so. 
The v isitors came. 
Hawaii 
had to meet their needs. They 
wanted com forta ble hotels, 
g ood food to eat, places to play , 
way s to see all the sig hts. 
“ Tourism” became Hawaii’s in­ 
dustry of unparalleled g rowth. 
Statehood came in 1959 and 
there were about 243,000 v isi­ 
tors that y ear. By 1971 they had 
increased to 1.8 million. For 
most of them, the prime destin­ 
ation in the islands was fabled 
Waikiki. 
By 1969, Waikiki beachfront 
land was selling for about $70 a 
square foot and Waikiki Beach, 
once technically a 100-foot wide, 
300-foot long strip near a g roin, 
now became by loose reference 
a nearly three mile beach front 


ex tending back sev eral blocks. 
Today , the borders of Waikiki 
loosely stretch from the y acht 
harbor where the Ala WaiCan­ 
al enters the sea, follow the 
canal banks to Kapahulu bor­ 
dering bea utiful K a piola ni 
Park, and skirt along beaches 
really called Queens, 
Kuhio, 
Duke Kahanamoku and De Rus- 
sy . 
It is a busy strip of hotel- 
apartment zones, residentia l 
areas and av enues and side 
streets of retail stores, its 
acreag e div ides to about 77 for 
hotels, 55 for multifamily resi­ 
dences. 37 for commercial es­ 
tablishments. 17 for sing le-fam­ 
ily duelling s, and 12 for public 
fa cilities. 
The 
rest 
of the 
a crea g e consists m ostly of 
roads and streets. 
Only about 2.1 per cent of the 
island’s population - 13,124 by 
1970 census of the 40 by 26 mile 
Island of Oahu (also the City 
and County of Honolulu» - liv es 
in the Waikiki area. Yet Waiki­ 
ki contributes 12 per cent of the 
Oahu’s property tax and g ener­ 
ates millions of dollars of in­ 
come for Hawaii’s people. 
The properties v ary hig hly . 
Only eig ht of Waikiki’s approx i­ 
mately 125 hotels front directly 
on to the sands. .Some building s 
soar to 30 stories, but others’ 
low profilet; are beneath the

Visitors and residents alike 
patronize shops, resta ura nts, 
nig htclubs and lei stands. Both 
shop at the markets, fill’erup at 
g as pumps and den g arments 
rig ht from bctiques. 


When the cash reg ister tapes 
are all tallied up for 1971. it is 
estim a ted that v isitors will 
hav e spent $644 million in the 
State of Hawaii — with some­ 
thing like $400 million in Waiki­ 
ki alone. 
Those v isitor dollars don’t re- 


main. howev er, only in Waikiki. 
According to Hawaii Visitors 
Bureau 
research, the v isitor 
dolla r turns ov er about 12 
times. 


The HVB tracks the dollars 
from what they deem “ first 
recipients” — hotel employ ees, 
resta ura nt em ploy ees, enter­ 
ta iners. tour opera tors, tax i 
driv ers, 
shop keepers 
and 
transportation workers — to 
second 
recipients or “ ev ery ­ 
body ” represented by account­ 
a n ts. fa r m e r s, m ech a n ics, 
welders, artists, salesmen, den­ 
tists and lawy ers. 


Waikiki prides itself on g iv ing 
g ood, friendly serv ice in return 
for its incoming dollars. It likes 


to consider it part of Hawaii's 
famed “ Aloha Spirit” . 


What does this effort at v isi­ 
tor satisfaction show? Statistics 
indicate trav elers are pleased 
by what they hav e found 
prov e it in the number of return 
trips. 


Of 642.300 surv ey ed v isitors 
out of 1970’s total of 1.7 million, 
about 9 0,000 were on their sec­ 
ond v isit to Hawaii; 34,000 were 
on their third time around, and 
77,0<K) were on their fourth (or 
more» v isit to the islands. 


But Waikiki is not resting on 
its laurels. The community and 
tourist industry alike are look­ 
ing . planning and dev eloping 
for the future.

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Air pollution caug ht the 6:03

Until recently , city and sub- 
» urban dwellers alike could do 
| little about the problem insofar 
• as their home environment was 
’ concerned. Now, however, as a 
■ result of the development of 
I home-ty pe air cleaners, the 
homemaker can "win” up to 90 
per cent of the battle with foul 
air. 


The new air cleaner intro­ 
duced by the West Bend Co., for 
example, operates electronical­ 
ly to purg e air of pollen (up to 
99 per cent), dust particles (up 
to 90 per cent), then directs air 
throug h a charcoal filter for 
odor removal. Operational cost 
per day is low since wattag e is 
about equal to a 100-watt bulb. 


In terms of housework, the 
air cleaner sig nificantly re­ 
duces the need for dusting by 
attracting airborne cooking 
particles, rug lint, and others. 


In terms of family health, no 
g aug e can be set accurately . 
Certainly , pollen removal will 
be noticed by persons subject to 
asthma, hay fever and other 


sinus disorders. Cleaning cig ar 
and cig aret smoke from the air 
removes another threat to g en­ 
eral health. 


Antismoking crusaders have 
long contended that cig aret 
smoke is harmful to the non- 
smoker as well as the one who 
smokes. Non-smokers, unfor­ 
tunately , must share the conse­ 
quences with smoking compan­ 
ions and family members. 


The non-smoker's dilemma 
can be solved at least on the 
home front by use of an elec­ 
tronic air cleaner which is up to 
90 per cent effective in purify ­ 
ing the air of tobacco smoke. 
Smoke particles are purg ed 
from the air electronically after 
which tobacco odor is removed 
by a charcoal filter. 
The West Bend Co. air clean­ 
er; in a walnut-like cabinet, 
also effectively removes or re­ 
duces all other air pollutants 
and odors. The unit retails for 
$179. You don’t have to move to 
a South Sea island or encase 
y our house and y ard in a plas­ 
tic dome to escape air pollution. 
Subtler means do ex ist for 
those who prefer to "work with­ 
in the sy stem.” 
Electronic air cleaning units 
are now available which oper­ 
ate at low wattag e to free the 
air of man-made pollutants (au­ 


tomobile emissions, industrial 
fumes, tobacco smoke, home 
heating and cooking fumes) and 
the natural pollutants, dust and 
pollen. 
West Bend has developed a 
two-speed air cleaner which re­ 
moves microscopic polluting 
particles as well as larg er visi­ 
ble particles. Set at hig h speed, 
the unit circulates and purifies 
air in a 15 by 20 foot room 
about seven times per hour. 
Minute particles are charg ed 
electronically and collected 
mag netically , while household 
odors are removed by means of 
a charcoal filter.

Ward's Founder — Creative Person 


AARON MONTGOMERY WARD 
Career as a journalist? 


If Aaron Montgomery Ward 
had been born in the 20th Cen­ 
tury he most probably would 
have chosen journalism for a' 
career instead of pioneering 
history’s first mail order busi­ 
ness. 
As part of its 100th anniversa­ 
ry this year. Montgomery Ward 
has reprinted one of the first 
catalogs issued by the fledgling 
company. This engrossing 76- 
page, pocket-sized booklet, first 
published in 18 75 is highly trea­ 
sured by Wards because it is 
now recognized as the docu­ 
ment that did more than any­ 
thing else to launch the firm on 
its successful course for 100 
years. 
Titled “ Catalogue No. 1 3, 


Spring and Summer, 18 75” , the 
booklet was used by Aaron 
Montgomery Ward to announce 
his famous money-back guaran­ 
tee. This simple, but revolution­ 
ary policy at that time must 
hare created some difficulties 
in his business relations with 
other merchants because the 
American marketplace in those 
days fully supported the motto: 
“ Let the buyer beware.” 
A versatile treasure chest for 
anyone interested in the buying 
and selling habits of America in 
the 18 70s, the catalog provides 
many clues as to the character 
¿of Aaron Montgomery Ward, 
wrho must have spent many 
nights under the glare of a 
kerosene lamp while he created 


his number one sales master­ 
piece. From his writing style it 
is easy to deduce that Ward 
must indeed have been a wily, 
but astute business man. His 
distinct writing style was color­ 
ful, fully representative of the 
spoken words of the times. His 
lengthy sentences provide evi­ 
dence that he was not particu­ 
larly a man of few words. 
Rather, he went to great 
lengths to convey full meaning 
to his written words. 
His fatherly advice, explicit 
instructions as to measuring for 
the right fit, and his flowing 
descriptions of the “high fash­ 
ion” bargains all add to the 
charm of this 19th century gen­ 
ius. 
After establishing the mail 
order business in 18 72, Aaron 
Montgomery Ward was faced 
with the formidable task of 
replacing a general store with a 
spell binding catalog. To ac­ 
complish this he had to identify 
himself to his readers as a 
source of unlimited informa­ 
tion, a frequent advisor, a per­ 
sonal friend, and probably most 
important, to be recognized as 
a man brave enough to with­ 
stand the criticism of dissatis­ 
faction. 
No opportunity to promote 
business was overlooked. Ward 
directed this hospitality-laden 
message to Grangers (farm­ 
ers): “ When in Chicago, come 
and see us . . . our place of 
business is opposite Matteson 
House where our friends can 
get accommodations for $2.50 a 
day. This is no second or third 
rate hotel, but first class in all 
particulars.” 
Blatantly advertised as the 
“cheapest cash house in Ameri­ 
ca,” Ward’s catalog No. 13 be­ 
lieved in upgrading all mer­ 
chandise to “ high fashion” 
status. For example, traveling 
trunks with such exotic and 
irresistible names as “ Eugenie, 
Oriental, Saratoga, Monitor, 
Empress, Imperatrice, Pride of 
the West,” to name a few, were 
.certain to give you the high 
fashion look wherever you 
went. 
Ward recognized women as 
bargain hunters, and seldom 
disappointed them. Typical of­ 
fering was: “ No one can sell 
sewing machines lower than 
ourselves and live.” 
Another: Pullman Palace Car 
Perfume sold for .50 a bottle 
.. . “required but a few drops 
to perfume the handkerchief for 
days.” 
For the bride-to-be, his linge­ 


rie section touted: “ bridal 
trousseau, set of three pieces, 
chemise and night dress, fancy 
3 -pointed embroidered front, 
with rows of fine tucks, fine 
embroidered edge, drawers to 
match. All made of Fruit of the. 
Loom cotton and put up in neat 
box, $5.1 2.” 
He anticipated disappoint­ 
ments and offered this typical 
explanation: “ We intended to 
get out an illustrated price list 
on ladies’ hats, but have con­ 
cluded dealing in them until 
another season.” 
Instructions to the man order­ 
ing a ready-to-wear suit W'ere 
something of a hit-and-miss 
proposition: “ Give your age 
and general build, and we will, 
in nine out of ten cases, give 
you a fit .. . state whether you 
have stooping or square shoul­ 
ders.” 
As a copywriter, he would 
have shamed an Indian medi­ 
cine man. This little gem of a 
cure-all must have been a big 
seller: “Hill’s Metalic Electro 
Magnetic Brush . , . cures head­ 
aches, neuralgia, rheumatism, 
prevents hair from falling off 


and aids in restoring grey hair 
to its natural color, $1 .25.” 
Ward’s warranties spelled out 
some unusual limitations, espe­ 
cially in footwear: “ Perspira­ 
tion from some feet has the 
same ruinous effect on leather 
as a strong acid, hence we will 
not warrant boots worn without 
socks.” 
His “fatherly” image to farm 
families was a role earned by 
such helpful reminders as: “ If 
you don’t receive postal from 
us, saying your order has been 
received, see if order is not in 
your other coat pocket. Perhaps 
it is still in your post office 
without any stamp. Maybe you 
forgot to sign your name to the 
order . . . be sure to send 
enough money, if you send too 
much, we will return the 
change.” 
Aaron Montgomery Ward’s 
catalog has come a long way 
since he first published it 100 
years ago, but the tradition 
lives on. Today’s giant Mont­ 
gomery Ward general catalog 
with more than 130,000 listed 
articles continues to serve 
American 
families as the 
source book for practically all 
their living needs. 
And the anniversary catalog 
of 1972 still states the guarantee 
that has made the company a 
great American enterprise: “ If, 
when you receive your pur­ 
chase, you find that it is not 
completely satisfactory, return 
it. We will gladly exchange it 
for something that is just right 
or refund the price and trans­ 
portation charges you paid. 
“ If, after you have used your 
purchase, you find that it is not 
satisfactory to you and not cov­ 
ered by one of our Special 
Guarantees, simply return it to 
us and explain whal is wrong. 
We will make an adjustment in 
cash, credit, merchandise or 
repair completely satisfactory 
to you.”

Agnes Dumps Foot 
Of Rain In Capital 


At Least 19 Dead From 
Worst Storm In Decades 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —Tropical storm Agnes 
pounded the northeastern United States with gales 
and up to a foot of rain today, causing a mounting 
death toll and creating some of the worst storm 
conditions in decades. 
----------------------------------- 


At least 19 persons were dead 
from the rejuvenated Agnes, 
which was born in the Caribbe­ 
an last weekend as a hurricane. 
The most rain fell on the 
Washington area in 44 years 
and more than 10,000 persons 
w ere e v a c u a ted from th eir 
homes in the capital region. 
T housands of o th er persons 
were driven from their homes 
at Wellsville, N. Y., in what the 
m ayor called the city’s “ worst 
natural disaster.” 
The earthen walls of the Lake 
Roland reservoir were crum ­ 
bling in Baltim ore and officials 
ordered thousands of persons to 
evacuate in the heavily populat­ 
ed Jones Fall Valley. 
Victims included nine per­ 
sons, six of them motorists, in 
Virginia; four persons in Penn­ 
sylvania, including a baby torn 


from its father’s hands; four in 
M aryland including 3 children 
swept away in a car, and two 
persons in North Carolina. 
Four of the deaths were in 
th e W ashington a re a sto rm . 
One woman was swept from 
h e r c a r in su b u rb an S ilver 
Spring, Md., and a body was 
found near a fire that destroyed 
a 15-store shopping center at 
A rlandria, Va. Two bodies were 
found in Fairfax County, Va. 
The 7.1 inches that fell at 
W ashington's National Airport 
was the most since the record 
7.31 inches Aug. 
11-12, 
1928. 
Twelve inches fell on Big Mead­ 
ows, Va., and 11 on Dulles 
International Airport in the Vir­ 
ginia horse co u n try outside 
Washington. 
P en n sylvania Gov. M ilton 
Shapp mobilized the National 


Guard to cope with a “state of 
extrem e em ergency.” 


Agnes, which claimed 16 lives 
earlier in the week when it 
struck Florida and Cuba as the 
nation's first hurricane of the 
season, was centered this m orn­ 
ing over New Jersey and was 
moving toward New York City 
at about 15 miles an hour. 


The National W eather Serv­ 
ice, in a 9 a.m. EDT bulletin, 
said flash flood warnings were 
in effect from northeast M ary­ 
land to New England, and gale 
warnings rem ained in effect 
from Virginia Beach to Rhode 
Island. 
“ Dangerous flooding and tor­ 
rential rain continue with Trop­ 
ical Storm Agnes,” the service 
said. 
An estim ated 10,100 persons 
were given tem porary shelter 
in schools, fire houses and

W ashington’s Virginia and M ar­ 
yland suburbs. 
Hundreds of m otorists were 
stranded and some had to be 
rescued. The National W eather 
Service said wind gusts hit 60 
miles per hour.

Cease-Fire For 
Ireland Agreed 


DUBLIN (L’PD—The Provi­ 
sional Wing of the Irish Repub­ 
lican Army today offered a 
cease-fire in Northern Ireland 
as of midnight Monday if Brit­ 
ain would reciprocate. The Bri­ 
tish Government accepted the 
offer. 
Northern Ireland Secretary of 
State William Whitelaw' told the 
House of Commons in London, 
“ If offensive operations by the 
IRA in Northern Ireland cease 
at midnight Monday (7 p.m. 
EDT) British forces will ob­ 
viously reciprocate.” 
The m ilitent Provisional Wing 
offered to suspend all offensive 
operations in N orthern Iceland 
“ provided a public reciprocal 
response” is forthcoming from 
British forces. The more mod­ 
erate Official Wing had agreed 
earlier to a cease-fire. 
Merlyn Rees, Labor opposi­ 


tion spokesmen for N orthern 
Ire la n d , told W hitelaw “ We 
welcome—this is an understate­ 
m ent—the news of the ceasefire 
and note your response con­ 
cerning the role of the arm y .” 
He called it a turning point in 
the years of strife. 


Whitelaw replied: 
“ I have 
always said the first objective 
is a cessation of violence. On

Asked about so-called “ no

I have my own 
views how I shall proceed after­ 
w ards.” 


North Viet Unit Begins 
My Chanh River Charge 


SAIGON (U P I)-N orth Viet- 
nemese troops crossed the My 
C hanh R iver in re g im en tal 
strength and attacked South Vi­ 
etnam ese paratroops today in 
the heaviest drive across the 
n o rth ern defense line since 
Quang Tri Province fell May 1. 


One allied source said the 
Communist attack, backed by 
Soviet-built tanks and 130mm 
cannons, might be the start of 
the long aw aited offensive 
against Hue, 20 m iles to the 
south. 


At the sam e tim e the North 
Vietnamese attacked the west­ 
ern half of the defense line, at 
least four of the six South 
Vietnamese battalions advanc­ 
ing into Communist-held Quang 


Tri Province on the eastern half 
fell back south of the river, 
w hich form s the p ro v in c e ’s 
southern boundary. 


Huntley said the Marine pull­ 
back after five days of fighting 
had been planned before the 
Communist attack.

Two Rulings 
On Schools 
Reversed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court today prohibited 
state and local governments 
from carving out new school 
districts if the effect would be 
to impede racial desegregation. 


The Court spelled out its edict 
in two school cases — from 
North Carolina and Virginia — 
where federal district judges 
barred the rem apped school 
zones but were overruled by the 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals.

Numbers Decline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -

formation gathered from inter­ 
views in 37,000 households dur­ 
ing 1970, the National Center 
for Health Statistics also con­ 
cluded that men continue to 
show greater interest than 
women in kicking the habit. 


The report said that in 1970 
an estimated 48.8 million per­ 
sons 17 and older were puffing 
anywhere from one to 99 or 
more cigarettes a day. In 1965, 
an estimated 50.7 persons were 
cigarette smokers.

“Those who knew about the- 
pistol feared the despondent 
Dodd might try to end his 
humiliation with a pistol shot, 
thereby turning the drama into 
Roman tragedy in front of the 
assembled senators,” Anderson 
reported in columns published 
today. 
Dodd was censured June 23, 
1967 for spending campaign 
contributions on personal debts. 
He died May 24, 1971 at 66, 
after failing to win re-election 
as an independent in 1970. 


Mayors Praise Nixon 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - The 
nation’s mayors rejected a res­ 
olution demanding the United 
States withdraw its troops from 
Vietnam by Oct. 1 and passed 
instead a resolution yesterday 
giving President Nixon gentle 
praise for the way he is han­ 
dling the war. 
The U.S. Conference of May­ 
ors also passed a resolution 
urging federal gun control laws, 
but decided not to take a stand 
on busing. 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)-An 
antipoverty lawyer taking a tip 
from Ralph Nader is seeking 
federal action to have the 
Southern Pacific Co. divest it­ 
self of millions of acres of 
western land. 


David Kirkpatrick, a staff 
lawyer with the Salinas office 
of California Rural Legal As­ 
sistance and a representative of 
the National Coalition for Land 
Reform, told newsmen Wednes­ 
day that he was seeking an 
inquiry by the Interior Depart­ 
ment. 


Kirkpatrick charged the rail­ 
road was violating the terms of 
the land grants received in the 
1900s. 
“ Millions of acres of public 
land were given to private rail­ 
roads to spur construction of 
new tracks and settlement of 
the West,” he said. 
“If the land was not sold 
within three years of construc­ 
tion, it had to be opened for 
sale to settlers in blocks of 160 
acres or less, generally at $2.50 
an acre or less.” 
An SP spokesman denied the 
charge and added the coalition 
was “apparently basing its case 
on only superficial research in­ 
to the law and history of rail­ 
road land grants.” 
Kirkpatrick said he has filed 
an adm inistrative complaint 
with the Interior Department. 
The aim, he said, was to have 
the agency make a report on 
land given SP on the west side 
of the San Joaquin Valley, be­ 
tween Sacramento and Lake 
Tahoe, and in other parts of the 
railroad’s routes. 
The complaint also sought 
return of land given the Santa 
Fe and other western railroads.

CHERRY HILL, N.J. (UPD- 
A private guard described by 
his neighbors as a quiet church­ 
goer went berserk in an office 
building Wednesday and shot 12 
men, six fatally, before wound­ 
ing himself in the head. 


The gunman, identified as 
Edwin Grace, 32, a Pinkerton 
guard from New York City, 
seemed deliberately to avoid 
firing at the women he encoun­ 
tered during the 15-minute 
shooting spree which turned the 
normally quiet office building 
into a slaughterhouse. 


Grace, under heavy guard at 
Cherry Hill Hospital where his 
condition was called “critical,” 
entered the Heritage Building 
at about 2:30 p.m., carrying 
two sawed-off .22 caliber rifles. 


Police said he roamed from 
office to office, shooting only 
men. Some were shot at their 
desks, others were gunned 
down in the halls. 
“I looked out the door and I 
saw him standing in the hall 
reloading his gun,” said James 
Slimmer, who was wounded. 
“All I saw was the gun and his 
eyes. I slammed the door and 
held it shut.” 
Slimmer said he was shot 
through the door. “I was hold­ 
ing my thumb over the wound 
with one hand and doing my 
damndest to keep the door 
closed with the other. He shot a 
few more times and then he 
left.” 
On the tree-lined street in 
Brooklyn where Grace lived 
when at home, neighbors said 
Grace “was always so quiet.” 
“I’m totally dumbfounded by 
the whole incident,” said Louis 
Zone. “It came to me as a total 
surprise. He was a quiet young 
man.” Zone’s wife said that 
Grace was “a fine kid and quite 
a churchgoer,” 
James Ashman, who escaped 
being shot by jumping out a 
window of the colonial type 
building, said “ We were just 
talking to one another and the 


guy walked in and shot the 
owner, Bernie Robinson, right 
in the head. 
Mayor John T. Holden told 
newsmen that Grace wore a 
uniform with a patch that read 
“Court Clerk, Essex County, 
N.Y.” He said Grace also wore 
a dog tag with “Edwin Grace, 
white male, 1939” written on it. 


The six men killed were iden­ 
tified as Robert Bartone, 22, of 
Delanco, 
N .J.; 
Joseph A. 
DePalma, 44, and Charles Mer­ 
kel, 37, both of Cherry Hill; 
Theodore G. Hall, 38, of Willing- 
boro; Stephen B. Robinson, 42, 
of Cinnaminson; and Joseph 
Boyd, 48, of Morristown. 


Taken to Cherry Hill Medical 
Center in critical condition 
were: Wayne Stoup of Cherry 
Hill; Maynard Bell of Marlton; 
‘Val Risco of Groveville; and 
Gary Davis of Moorestown. In­ 
jured slightly were Charles Col­ 
lins, 24, of Pennsauken; and 
Walter Wilks, 46, of Levittown, 
Pa. A 13(th man, Walter Wilks, 
46, of Levittown, fractured his 
arm when he jumped out a 
window to escape the killer. 


Waterfront 
Strike Threat 


HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
longshoremen’s uniop today 
gave a 72-hour notice of a 
threatened waterfront strike 
that could leave Hawaii without 
her shipping lifeline. 


The Hawaiian Islands, still 
recuperating frov the 135-day 
West Coast dock strike, are 
almost totally dependent on 
surface shipping for needed 
supplies. 


“ Unless an agreem ent is 
reached by 12:01 a.m. Monday, 
all of your operations ... will be 
struck,” said Carl Damaso, 
president of Local 142 of the 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
and Warehousemen’s Union, in 
a letter to 11 stevedoring firms. 


May Cause 
Bald Heads 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- 
Young blacks with their hair 
teased up into bushy Afros are 
running the risk of losing their 
hair, a team of Atlanta doctors 
told the American Medical As­ 
sociation Wednesday. 


Dr. Augie C. Brown, a derma­ 
tologist at Emory University, 
said that premature hair'break- 
age results from the mechani­ 
cal and chemical straightening 
and the teasing with combs 
needed to produce the style. 


He reported seeing 25 such 
cases in the past two years, 
including several young men 
and women who had gone tem­ 
porarily bald over their entire 
head or in patches. 
There is also a risk of perma­ 
nent hair loss among Afro 
wearers from scalp infection 
due to infrequent hair washing 
and the use of straightening 
chemicals, he added. 
Brown, who presented a re­ 
port co-authored by three 
whites and two blacks at Emo­ 
ry, said the threat of hair loss 
doesn't apply to the “natural” 
Afro—in which the hair is not 
teased away from the head and 
is cut relatively short. 


Of McGovern Booty 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI) 
—Four defeated presidential 
candidates today asked a feder­ 
al court for a slice of the 271 
convention delegates Sen. 
George S. McGovern won in 
California’s winner-take-all pri­ 
mary.

McGovern insisted the losing 
candidates were asking the 
court to grant them what the 
voters would not and charged 
they were seeking to change the 
rules after the game was 
played. 


Supporters of Sens. Hubert H. 
Humphrey and Henry Jackson, 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm and Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace 
filed a law suit only 20 days 
before the start of the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention ask­ 
ing that the winner-take-all pri­ 
mary election be struck down 
and the delegates be allocated 
to all contenders on a propor­ 
tionate basis. 
* 
If the suit were successful, 
McGovern would lose 151 Cali­ 
fornia delegates and would trim 
his estimated committed con­ 
vention votes from 1,328.15 to 
1,177.15. There are 1,509 votes 
needed to win. Humphrey 
would gain 106 Californians, 


boosting his current estimated 
total to 482.55. 


U.S. District Court Judge 
Phillip C. Wilkins indicated he 
would rule this afternoon on the 
motion to convene a three-judge 
panel to hear the merits of the 
class-action suit. 


The suit, filed by attorney 
William Jennings, a Humphrey 
campaign worker, asserts that 
California Democrats who vot­ 
ed for candidates other than 
McGovern at the June 6 pri­ 
mary would be disenfranchised 
at the convention because 
McGovern swept up all the 
detegates. 


Howard Jewell, representing 
McGovern’s California cam ­ 
paign, asserted that Jennings 
“wants from this court what he 
could not get from the people. 
He wants two swings at this 
thing.” 


If the proportionate represen­ 
tation suit was successful, 
McGovern would take 44.3 per 
cent of the California delegates 
to the convention or about 120 
votes. Humphrey would get 39.2 
per cent or about 106 delegates; 
Wallace about 6 per cent or 16 
delegates.

Reed School 


Budget Is 


Considered 


The Reed School District 
board has taken its first look at 
a $2.4 million budget, but did 
not formally accept it for con­ 
sideration. 
Board member Leo Souza 
said at a trustee’ meeting Tues­ 
day he would not accept the 
submission of a tentative budg­ 
et until a report on the district’s 
“ small schools” had been com­ 
pleted. 
The “ small schools report” — 
which is expected to be com­ 
pleted by the July 5 school 
board meeting — will discuss 
long-range plans and policies 
regarding the Tiburon and Bel­ 
vedere schools. 
The fate of those two schools, 
which are currently kindergar­ 
ten through second grades, will 
have a significant effect on the 
district’s overall budget. 
Only three members of the 
school board attended Tuesday 
night's meeting. 


Two of them, Dr. John J. 
Osborn and Margaret Jones, 
voted to accept the tentative 
budget, while Souza abstained. 
Lacking a majority, the ten­ 
tative budget will be held until 
the “ small schools report” is 
completed. 
According to district manag­ 
er Charles L. Condrotte, the 
new budget will require some 
increase of the school tax rate, 
which currently stands at $3,615 
per $100 of assessed value. 


But Condrotte said, the rate 
would not increase substantial­ 
ly due to a recent increase in 
the assessed value of property 
in the district by more than 10 
per cent. 
A $42,000 increase in the dis­ 
trict's repayment of a state 
building loan, salary step in­ 
creases and a $67,000 multi­ 
media center planned for the 
Reed School account for the 
majority of the $200,000 pro­ 
posed budget increase. 


Condrotte said that fringe 
benefits, maintenance items 
and utilities also accounted for 
the expanded spending pro­ 
gram. 
Three teachers have been cut 
from next year’s tentative per­ 
sonnel roster, said Condrotte, 
due to a projected drop in 
student enrollment. 
The current budget for the 
school district is $2,271,743, 
while the proposed budget is 
$2,471,818.

Contempt 
Citations 
Are Upheld 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Ninth Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peal today upheld contempt ci­ 
tations against a typographical 
union local and two of its offi­ 
cers for secondary boycotts in 
its strike against the San Ra­ 
fael Independent-Journal. 
The appellate court, however, 
reversed citations against two 
other officers on grounds there 
was no evidence they knew 
about the continued union activ­ 
ity. 
In the same action, the court 
allowed to stand an order of the 
National Labor Relations Board 
that the union was engaged in 
unfair labor practices. 
The combined suits grew out 
of picketing of retail stores in 
Marin County by San Francisco 
Typographical Union Local 21 
in connection with its strike 
against the newspaper. 
The union began picketing 
stores advertising in the Inde­ 
pendent-Journal March 17,1970, 
and on April 28 of that year the 
district court ordered it to 
cease picketing and'distributing 
handbills to the public. 
On June 24, 1970, U. S. Dis­ 
trict Judge William T. Sweigert 
found the union and four of its 
officers in contempt for contin­ 
ued picketing. No monetary 
fines were imposed. 
In its ruling the circuit court 
said a union may picket to urge 
the public not to buy advertised 
products but cannot urge cus­ 
tomers to stop doing business 
with the store. An NLRB hear­ 
ing examiner held that the use 
of tearsheet ads on picket signs 
did not adequately identify the 
struck products. 
The high court upheld the 
contempt citation for the local 
and for its vice president, John 
J. DeMartini and its organizer, 
Don Abrams. It reversed the 
convictions of union president 
Leon Olson and Secretary Trea­ 
surer G. M. Bachich.

Mrs. Mettam is accused of 
trying to arrange the death of 
her cab driver husband in Janu­ 
ary after taking out insurance 
against his accidental death. 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Ernest C. 
Zunino claimed she got Guer­ 
ra s name from John A. Pedro- 
li, a San Rafael mechanic she is 
friendly with and tried to hire 
him to stage an “ accident.” 
Pedroli testified today that he 
had indeed mentioned Guerra 
to her as a possible enforcer, 
but he said her followup had 
always been joking except for 
once in November or December 
when she seemed to speak seri­ 
ously about wishing her hus­ 
band dead. 
Mrs. Mettam was arrested 
Jan. 18 after sheriff’s deputies 
investigated her offer to Guerra 
and recorded the telephone con­ 
versation.

ferry. The bidders thus tacked 
on extra dollars to cover them­ 
selves in case the engines are 
late and push the bidders into 
the $l,500-a-day penalty period.

1942. It was six feet over flood 
stage at some points, and 
lapped close to the end of a 
runway at National Airport 
which was virtually cut off by 
water over the roads. 
Thousands of government 
workers —all those except ones 
in emergency positions —were 
encouraged to stay home under 
the govern m ent’s “ lib eral 
leave” policy. 
Seven of the deaths were in 
Virginia, which experienced 
some of its worst flooding in 50 
years. 
Even at the White House, 
some water trouble was report­ 
ed. Reporters found the carpet­ 
ing wet in the basement level of 
the press room. 
Four persons drowned in the 
Susquehanna River region near 
Harrisburg, Pa. Highways were 
closed by mud and rock slides. 
Hundreds of fam ilies were 
evacuated. State police rescued 
36 girl scouts trapped during 
the night at a camping area 
near York, Pa. 
Scores of Susquehanna River 
tributaries flooded. The river 
itself was rising but posed no 
immediate threat. 
At Fort Hunter, Pa., a tribu­ 
tary swept away the trailer 
home of a couple, and they 
were missing and presumed 
dead. Fifteen miles east of Har­ 
risburg, a baby was swept from 
the arms of the father as he 
tried to carry the child to safe­ 
ty. A man was swept off a 
bridge near Hershey. 
The water was two feet deep 
on the streets of Shinglehouse, 
Pa., and sim ilar conditions 
were reported at Eldred, Port 
Allegany and Smethport. 
There also was heavy flood­ 
ing along the Pennsylvania- 
New York border. In Lykens, 
Pa., a small creek overflowed 
and residents were evacuated 
by boats. Near East Berlin, 
Pa., state police said campers 
were trapped. 
In Mechanicsburg, Pa., floods 
collapsed basement walls and 
residents were evacuated to a 
junior high school. Much of 
Ceres, N.Y., along the border, 
was evacuated. 


A Landmark 
Decision In 
Child Case 


A federal judge ruled yester­ 
day that a Marin mother and 
other poor parents in danger of 
losing their children because of 
neglect or abuse must have an 
appointed attorney. The deci­ 
sion puts an unwelcome burden 
on the public defender’s office. 
Thomas G. Hendricks, deputy 
county counsel, said the land­ 
mark decision by Judge Stanley 
A. Weigel of U.S. District Court 
in San Francisco will probably 
be appealed but that this will be 
for Juvenile Court Judge Jo­ 
seph G. Wilson to decide. 
Weigel ruled that a Marin 
mother, whose child was made 
a ward of the court under 
Section 600 of the state Welfare 
and Institutions Code, was enti­ 
tled to appointed counsel. 
Hendricks explained that his 
office represents the children in 
such matters if they have coun­ 
sel so that the public defender’s 
staff would have to represent 
the parents. 
In the Marin case, the woman 
has been represented by a dep­ 
uty public defender, he said, 
since the Legal Aid Society of 
Marin and the Youth Law Cen­ 
ter, a federal funded San Fran­ 
cisco agency, made a test case 
of the matter. 
Hendricks said he did not 
believe that the federal court 
had jurisdiction in the matter 
and said state courts have held 
contrary to Weigel’s finding. 
Weigel ruled that any court 
proceedings must come to a 
halt until the parent is notified 
of his right to free counsel.

$15 Million 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The parents of slain black revo­ 
lutionary George Jackson have 
filed a $15 million punitive dam­ 
age suit in the death of their 
son last year during an alleged 
escape attempt at San Quentin 
Prison.

The school decisions by Jus­ 
tice Potter Stewart dealt with 
the creation of new districts at

Citing the Court’s 1971 deci­ 
sion in a landmark North Caro­ 
lina case. Stewart said “ a new 
school district may not be cre­ 
ated where its effect would be 
to impede the process of dis­ 
mantling a dual system.” 
The “ informed judgment” of 
U.S. * District courts must be 
relied upon to determine what 
the effect would be, he said. 
Stewart cautioned however that 
mere disparity in the racial 
composition of the two systems 
alone would not be sufficient 
reason to bar the creation of a 
new district. 
But in the Emporia case, he 
said, there is more involved 
than “ disparity in racial per­ 
centages.” 
The vote in the Emporia case 
was 5 to 4, with Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger and Justices 
Harry A. Blackmun, Lewis F. 
Powell Jr. and William H. 
Rehnquist —all Nixon adminis­ 
tration appointees —dissenting. 
The Scotland Neck case drew 
a unanimous vote with the four 
Emporia dissenters joining in a 
separate concurring opinion. 
Both decisions reversed the 
4th U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals, which held that federal 
courts may interfere only if the 
“ primary” purpose of creating 
new school districts is to retain 
as much racial separation as 
possible. 
The appeals court said lower 
court judges must keep hands 
off if the new district is “ de­ 
signed to further the aim of 
providing quality education and 
is attended secondarily by a 
modification of the racial bal­ 
ance, short of resegregation.” 
“ We have focused on the ef­ 
fect —not the purpose or moti­ 
vation —of a school board’s 
action in determining whether 
it is a permissible method of 
dismantling a dual system,” 
Stewart said. “ The existence of 
a permissible purpose cannot 
sustain an action that has an 
impermissible effect.”

$76,500 In Budget Round

For Larkspur Quits Post

L arkspur city councilmen 
hewed on estim ated $76,500 
from the proposed $1,475,127 
budget last night, lopping al­ 
most in half the potential tax 
rate increase of 42.5 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
They made heavy cuts in the 
city’s planning outlay, salary 
increases, and retainer fees for 
the city attorney, eliminated 
one new patrolman requested 
for the police department, de­ 
layed hiring one new fireman to 
Jan. 1 and reduced funds for 
renovating city hall. 
At the end of a five-hour 
special meeting, they were left 
with decisions still to make 
July 5 or later on the $99,650 
capital spending budget for 
parks and recreation. 
The estimated tax rate stood 
at about $2.10 after the paring, 
compared with $1,895 per $100 
assessed valuation this year. 
The 1971-72 budget was $1,016,- 
$60. 
Mayor William G. Fleckles 
reported that landowner Neil J. 
Shultz Jr. had offered a two- 
year purchase plan for the 
South Eliseo Drive property the 
city wants to anchor one end of 
a proposed footbridge across 
Corte Madera Creek. Price tag 
for the land is $45,000. 
Fleckles also said it might be 
possible to spread the $15,000 
acquisition of the Mary Fraser 
Grove property over several 
years. 
Councilman Jon Sestak ques­ 
tioned spending $27,500 on four 
tennis courts at Piper Park, 
and the council agreed it should 
be studied further, particularly 
because the park’s master plan 
has yet to be presented to the

es in the budget for legal ad­ 
vice, the council briefly toyed 
with the idea of hiring a full 
time attorney, then decided it 
would be more costly than the 
present retainer system. 
City Atty. Robert W. Elliott 
received $5,400 in retainer fees 
this year, plus another $5,500 
for special services including 
litigation. In the 1972-73 budget, 
he asked $700 a month retainer 
for himself, $300 a month for 
Asst. City Atty. Peter B. Brek- 
hus and $15,500 for other serv­ 
ices and materials. 
A. Charles Brouse of the 
Larkspur Town Meeting object­ 
ed that his group favored at 
most a 5 per cent pay raise for 
anyone in the budget. He said if 
attorneys’ charges ran over the 
former retainer fees, “let them 
justify the cost with data — 
monthly statements for service 
rendered.” 
Councilman Neil R. Brixon 
declared, “I can’t possibly vote 
a raise of darn near 300 per 
cent when the city engineer 
asks the same retainer he did 
last year.” 
After more than an hour’s 
discussion of alternatives, the 
council voted unanimously to 
offer the legal advisors the 
same $5,400 retainer fee as last 
year, with bimonthly billings 
for any extra services such as 
the Little King Mountain litiga­ 
tion now in Marin Superior 
Court. 
During lengthy discussion of 
the proposed community devel­ 
opment (planning) budget, the 
council trimmed what was orig­ 
inally a $25,000 allocation to 
consultants Mocine and Wil­ 
liams of Berkeley for updating' 
the city’s m aster plan and ordi­ 
nances, to $2,000. Another $10,- 
000 was budgeted for the city’s 
first community development 
director (planning director) to 
use for consultants and plan­ 
ning work after he is hired, 
probably in September.

Kent B. Bathurst suggested, 
and will begin at a lower salary 
step, working less than a full 
year in fiscal 1972-73.

The proposed $1,475,127 budg­ 
et drafted by Bathurst and Bar­ 
ry included a 10 per cent pay 
raise for everyone on the staff. 
Bathurst vigorously defended 
the raise, against the council’s 
economy drive. He argued for 
“a very minimum of 7.5 per 
cent" and warned, “you’ll find 
we’ll be notably weak in re­ 
cruitment” and “a great major­ 
ity" of the city staff “can’t 
afford to live in Larkspur.” 


Mayor William G. Fleckles 
replied that, “ I don't know any 
private employer who’s giving 
any raises. The taxpayers are 
at the limit. . . 5 per cent equals 
the cost of living increase... 
all we can justify.” However, 
he argued for the 2.5 per cent 
differential between police and 
firemen, saying that he knew of 
no other city where their pay 
scales were the same. 
Councilman Neil R. Brixon 
moved Fleckles’s proposal, but 
Councilman Alfred Malvino 
briefly objected that B arry 
should get at least a 10 per cent 
raise. After being assured that 
Barry’s promotion moved him 
into a pay range comparable to 
departm ent heads, Malvino 
made the overall salary vote 
unanimous. 
Larkspur thus became the 
first city in Marin County to 
settle its salary question for the 
coming year; it did not go 
through the formal negotiation 
process used in most of the 
cities.

SEATTLE (UPI) — Life isn’t 
quite the sam e for Wanda Ad­ 
am s these days now that mil­ 
lions of people have seen her 
face on the cover of a national 
m agazine and read the intim ate 
details of the breakup of her 14- 
y ear m arriage. 


“ Drop out Wife — A striking 
C urrent Phenom enon,” was the 
headline on the cover of a 
recent issue of Life. Inside, the 
feature article told how Wanda, 
th e 
m o th er of 
th re e , 
had 
“ walked out on her fam ily to 
begin a new life of her own.” 


Wanda Adams, 35, now lives 
with her 10-year-old daughter, 
Susan, and another woman in a 
large, dilapidated house across 
the street from a park. Her 
husband, Don, and their two 
sons, Christopher, 7, and P at­ 
rick, 6, still live in the family 
home. 


“IT REALLY has changed 
m y life, there’s no question 
about th at,” she said of the 
m agazine artic le and su b se­ 
quent stories in new spapers and 
on radio and television. “ It’s 
really hard to have any private 
life at all. I feel that now I have 
to m ake an effort to live the 
w ay I want to live. I get so 
m any requests and offers to do 
things.” 


One of the most interesting 
aspects of the reaction to Wan­ 
da Adams’ personal story has 
been the lack of reaction from 
the women's liberation move­ 
m ent. 


“ I haven’t heard anything 
from anybody in the move­ 
m e n t,” she said. “ I guess part 
bf it is that you just don’t hear 
from people who support you. 
I ’ve heard from lots of people 
who aren’t necessarily in the 
movement. But I haven’t heard 
from fem inists.” 


ALTHOUGH SHE has en­ 
joyed the opportunity to reach 
such a large audience with her 
views, the “ Dropout Wife” said 
she now realizes the drawbacks 
of fam e and can understand 
w h at celeb rities m ean when 
they talk about a lack of priva­ 
cy. 


“ Sometimes when I go into a 
store to buy something I ’ll no­ 
tice that the checker or clerk 
will go off and point me out to 
someone else. It doesn’t always 
happen but I feel people are 
looking at me. People some­ 
tim es just come up to me and 
sta rt talking. 


“ The other thing is that I get 
telephone calls from people who 
have read the article. They 
think they know me from read­ 
ing that article because it was 
personal. But they don’t seem 
to rem em ber that I don’t know 
them . 
“ Another thing is that I get so 
m uch hate mail and obscene 
phone calls that you get to the 
point where you’re afraid to 
open the mail or afraid to open 
the door. People just come to 
the house. Not necesaarily peo­ 
ple who are against you, but 
people who just want to see who 
you 
are. 
I t’s 
been 
re a lly 
w eird.” 


REACTION TO the article 
has taken many forms, includ­ 
ing a petition drive to have her 
fired from her job as family life 
in stru c to r at N orth S eattle 
Community College. 


P artly because of the contro­ 
versy, she said she was consid­ 
ering leaving her job of training 
day care workers when the 
governm ent contract financing 
the program expires in the fall. 


She said she might accept an 
offer to go on a lecture tour and 
to use the proceeds from the 


lectures to open her own school 
or day care center. 
“The biggest problem for me 
right now is that I'm just feel­ 
ing inundated w ith.everything,” 
she said. “ It’s been too much. 
I’ve had too m any negative 
comments and people asking 
for things, even just my time. 
E verybody h as got ju st so 
much within them . You can just 
give and give and give until 
there is nothing left of you. 


“ So m y biggest concern right 
now is trying to preserve m y 
own head.”

Traditionally, parents have 
played a subservient role in the 
Parent-T eacher Association. 
Not subservient in an organiza­ 
tional sense — they have often 
held all official positions — but 
subservient regarding purpose. 
It has been the P-TA which 
put floodlights on outdoor bas­ 
ketball courts, provided teach*' 
ers’ lounges with refrigerators 
and paid for curtains trans­ 
forming the gymnasium into a 
theater. 
While all this is well and 
good, it also has some “not-so- 
good” results. Those very peo­ 
ple who should be involved in 
decision-making in the schools 
— the parents — are too in­ 
volved in peripheral activities 
to get into the meat of the 
school program. 
Teaching methods, the varie­ 
ties of choice open to students, 


curriculum thrusts, administra­ 
tive structure and staff training 
are more important than play­ 
ground floodlights and stage 
curtains. The original purpose 
of parent and teacher organiza­ 
tions was to provide a forum, or 
congress, where parents and 
school authorities could come 
together to decide school pro­ 
gram and focus. 


BUT OVER the years an arti­ 
ficial split has come and most 
school decisions are made by 
school authorities, generally ex­ 
cluding the teachers, without 
entering first into debate and 
d is c u s s io n w ith p a r e n ts . 
Strangely enough, the split has 
occurred at the same time that 
parents, on the average, have 
had more and more years of 
schooling themselves. 
For example, in many sub­ 
urbs the average years of pro­ 
fessional education beyond high 
school for parents is often equal 


to or greater than that of the 
local teaching staff. Yet those 
professionally educated parents 
seldom exercise their right to 
be a part of the decision-mak­ 
ing process in the local public 
schools. 
This is changing. Tampa is a 
case in point. Many of the 
parents in that Florida city are 
visiting schools and meeting to 
discuss local problems.

Tampa parents, black and 
white, have had a great deal to 
do with the schools this year 
following a court order for an 
80 per cent white, 20 per cent 
black integration program. 


MORE SENSITIVE Tampa 
school authorities have wel­ 
comed the new sense of concern 
by Tampa parents. They are 
sharing with them their reasons 


for trying or not trying innova­ 
tions. A former P-TA member, 
now a school board member, is 
delighted that the Tampa P-TA 
is getting out of “housekeep­ 
ing” and into school programs. 
There are those, of course, 
who argue that parents should 
not be part of the decision­ 
making process in the schools. 
After all, one argument goes, 
local taxpayers don’t tell the 
fire or police departments how 
to run their operations. 
But all parent-teacher organi­ 
zations were born on the notion 
that educating young people is 
a cooperative venture between 
the home and local social orga­ 
nizations. And that it is this 
very cooperation which is es­ 
sential if schools are to suc­ 
ceed. And the wider and deeper 
the parent involvem ent, the 
more 
successful 
the local 
schools.

Faculty-Choosing Issue: Hot Potato

After wrestling for 90 minutes 
with the hot issue of involving 
students in the selection of 
teachers, the Marin Community 


College District board decided 
last night it didn’t want to come 
to grips with the m atter after 
all. 
The board first wondered 


Administration Jobs 
Created Over Pleas 


Despite the pleas of blacks 
and teachers, the Marin Com­ 
munity College District board 
last night created a part-time 
ethnic studies coordinator and 
director of work experience and 
assigned them to two vacant 
teaching slots. 
Faculty and students favored 
creating the two new jobs on 
top of filling- three teaching 
vacancies with full-time teach­ 
ers. “One of the things we need 
on this campus is teachers. 
Now you are talking about fill­ 
ing these slots with administra­ 
t o r s , " o b j e c t e d 
S a m u e l 
Schwartz, head of the political 
science department. 
However, Dr. John A. Gras- 
ham, superintendent and presi­ 
dent, said it would cost $174,000 
over five years to create two 


new jobs in addition to filling 
existing openings. 
Board m em ber Robert E. 
Oliver said he favored the 
posts, “ but unfortunately we 
come up against the reality of 
economics.” 
Grasham s economic compro­ 
mise was to give the coordina­ 
tor for m inorities program s 
nine hours of teaching a week 
and six hours time each week 
to start the program and to 
give the work experience coor­ 
dinator, now paid with a federal 
grant, partial teaching duties. 
After an hour of discussion 
with the audience of almost 50 
persons, the board agreed with 
Grasham, but Oliver conceded 
to blacks holding out for a full­ 
time coordinator, “It is going to 
take pretty much of a super­ 
man to do the job.”

Bagley's Amendments On 
Voter Margin Are Shelved

SACRAMENTO - A legisla­ 
tive committee has shelved con­ 
stitutional amendments which 
would cut from two-thirds to a 
simple majority the voter mar­ 
gin needed to approve local 
bond issues and extend state 
school aid to private schools. 
The amendments, ACA 69 and 
70 by Assemblyman William T. 
Bagley, R-San Rafael, were 
dropped by the Assembly Reve­ 
nue and Taxation Committee 
without a hearing. Opponents 
included the California Teach­ 
ers Association, which objected 
to extending school aid to pri­ 
vate schools, Bagiev’s office 
said. 
Bagley introduced the amend­ 
ments at the request of the 
Constitutional Revision Com­ 
mission. 
Two other bills by the assem­ 
blyman, one virtually eliminat­ 
ing bail for misdemeanors and 
another reimbursing prison 
guards for losses when reas­ 
signed to another prison, also 
have been iced for this legisla­ 
tive session. 
The bail reform bill, AB 1065, 
was opposed by bail bondsmen, 
California Peace Officers Aso- 
ciation and insurance industry 
that writes bail bonds, Bagley’s 
staff reported 
There were 
enough votes to get the bill out 
of the Assembly Criminal Jus­ 
tice Committee, but it would 
have lost on the lower house 
floor, the staff said. 


The prison guard bill, AB 
1064. was opposed in the Assem­ 
bly Employment and Public 
Employees Committee by the 
state Finance Department. Cor­ 
rections officers now are enti­ 
tled to reimbursement for di­ 
rect moving costs, but Bagley’s 
measure would have provided 
payment also for losses such as 
those on a home sold below its 
market value. 
The bill was introduced to 
meet the problems of guards at 
San Quentin Prison, slated by 
the Reagan administration to 
close by the end of 1974. 


Same Treatment 
For FBI Women 


SACRAMENTO (UPI)-The 
new acting director of the FBI 
says women who qualify to 
become FBI agents will get no 
special treatment. 


“ There will be no ’limited 
duty’ women agents,” L. Pat­ 
rick Gray III said Tuesday, 
adding that he is quite serious 
about opening the bureau's 
doors to women. 
“ We hope they will be able to 
meet our qualifications, pass 
our training courses and be­ 
come regular fulltime agents 
that can make a valuable con­ 
tribution." Gray told a news 
conference here while on a tour 
of FBI field offices. 


Fuel Dock 
Legislation 
Is Defeated

SACRAMENTO - A bill to 
remove the coming sales tax on 
motor vehicle fuel sold at a 
marina or marine fuel dock for 
use in vessels has been killed. 


The bill, AB 319 by Assembly­ 
man Robert E. Badham, R- 
Neuport Beach, was killed by 
the Assembly Revenue and 
Taxation Committee after it 
was opposed by the Department 
of Finance. The committee’s 
staff also criticized the bill, 
arguing a special exemption for 
vessel owners was not justified. 


Boat Owners Associated To­ 
gether. an organization of Cali­ 
fornia boat owners, sponsored 
the bill in the wake of a 1971 
state law which imposed 5 per 
cent tax on all gasoline sales. 
The revenue is to be earmarked 
for transit.

The Novato City Council ten­ 
tatively approved pay raises 
ranging from 2.5 to 7.5 per cent 
for employees, not including 
department heads, during a 
public hearing last night on a

Tentative approval came on a 
4-1 vote with Councilman 


George C. Quesada dissenting 
because the council didn’t have 
“a total package” including a 
recommendation on salaries for 
department heads. 
City Mgr. Charles A. Brown 
estimated that the raises would 
add $47,000 to $50,000 to the cost 
of government. 
The prelim inary budget 


didn’t carry a recommendation 
on pay raises but had $58,000 in 
reserve which could be used to 
cover pay increases. 
Brown presented the pay 
raises as the joint recommen­ 
dation from him and the Novato 
City Employees Association 
with whom he has been negoti­ 
ating as the council’s represent-

Novato Council Park Ruling Delay

Parks and recreation com­ 
missioners renewed their plea 
for funds toward acquisition of 
the O’Hair property for a com­ 
munity park last night, but the 
Novato City Council postponed 
a decision until Tuesday. 
Commissioners urged that the 
city put $100,000 in its capital 
improvement budget toward 
purchase of the 67-acre site at 
Sutro Avenue and Novato Bou­ 
levard. 
The plea came during a two- 
hour public hearing on the ci­ 
ty’s proposed preliminary budg- 
*et of $2,831,500 for 1972-73, 
which has been estimated to 
require an increase of one cent 
on the city rate to 96 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
Dr. John D. Kassenbrock, a 
commissioner, said the com­ 
mission believed “acquisition of 
a major park site or tying up 
enough to be meaningful was 
the most important thing.” 
Councilman Fred F. Ruegg 
said he was disturbed that the 
commission had recommended 


Nader Is Denied 
A Chinese Visa 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Pre- 
mier Chou En-lai may be able 
to eat Peking duck with Presi­ 
dent Nixon, but China is not yet 
ready for a visit from consumer 
advocate Ralph Nader. 
The Peoples Republic of 
China won’t give Nader, who 
speaks Chinese, a visa to travel 
in China as a tourist, UPI has 
learned. 
For a year, Nader dunned 
Chinese officials with his re­ 
quest. He even wrote directly to 
Chou but got no reply. 
But he did find that Chinese 
bureaucrats apparently do not 
differ very much from their 
western counterparts. 
In reply to one of his peti­ 
tions, Nader got this reply: 
“ Your letter received, the 
contents of which has been 
passed to the authorities con­ 
cerned, and you will hear from 
them should they have a reply 
for you.”

Regarding purchase of the 
O’Hair site, estimated at $500,- 
000, Betty Machado of 1424 
Dawes Street suggested that 
the matter “go back to the 
voters in November.” 
(A bond measure including 
$600,000 for purchase of the 
O’Hair site failed to gain a 
needed two-thirds majority at 
the polls in 1970.) 
Brown had recommended 
$67,000 for park land acquisi­ 
tion, not specifically the O’Hair 
site, and Councilman David 
Price Jones suggested that half 
of that amount could be ear­ 
marked for the O’Hair proper­ 
ty. 
Jean Irvin of the San Marin 
High School Parent-Faculty 
Club reported that 551 persons 
had signed a petition for a pool 
at the high school site if the city 
isn’t going to have a pool at the 
O’Hair site. 
The commissioners also rec­ 
ommended $20,500 for improve­ 
ments at the Olive School park 
site, $11,000 for the Marion 
School playground and $20,000 
for development of a neighbor­ 
hood park at Lynwood School. 
The council also heard pro­ 
tests against a proposed cut­ 
back in the Center Road im­ 
provement project. 
The project originally was 
planned to extend from Lu Sut­ 
ton School to Wilson Road, but 
after protests from nine owners 
in the center of that stretch it 
was reduced to extend from 
Wilson Avenue to just past Mar­ 
gery Court. 
Alfred Rivasplafa, principal 
of Lu Sutton School, described 
the traffic situation as “really 
dangerous” to pupils and urged 
the council to fund the entire 
project. 
“After all,” he said, “what is 
more important, the life of one 
child or dollars and cents?” 


Also proposed is cutting back 
the Tamalpais Road improve­ 
ment project to include only 
construction of a new bridge 
over Warner Creek. 
The council postponed action 
on the road project allocations 
until Tuesday. 
Action also was deferred until 
Tuesday on a recommendation 
from the San Marin Improve­ 
ment Association that thè city 
assume maintenance of traffic 
islands along San Marin Drive 
at a cost estimated at $13,400 a 
year. 
Other matters unsettled were 
whether the allocation to the 
Novato Chamber of Commerce 
should be increased from $8,000 
to $11,500 a year, and whether 
the city should allocate $4,000 to 
the Marin Museum Association.

Firm Asks $20,000 
Deposit Returned 


An Oakland 
developm ent 
firm — whose plans to build 400 
or more apartments on the 
,Marin Town and Country Club 
property were thw arted by 
Fairfax residents — wants its 
deposit back from the club own­ 
er. 
The company, Kaiser Aetna, 
filed suit yesterday in Marin 
Superior Court describing a 
purchase agreement made in 
March 1971 with club owner 
Max Friedman for purchase of 
the 23.5 acre site.

among properties the city hopes 
to retain in open space or al­ 
lowed to be developed. 


Owners Edward R. Fitzsim­ 
mons and Frank Lynch have 
been trying to develop a subdi­ 
vision on the land for the past 
two years. 


But in April the city council 
declared a one-year morato­ 
rium on all new subdivisions 
before the Wolfback Ridge de­ 
velopers had obtained final ap­ 
proval for their project. 
At the same time the council 
asked the city staff to inventory 
open space remaining in the 
city to determine which unde­ 
veloped land the city should 
attempt to purchase or obtain 
in other ways for open space. 
The staff has completed its 
study on Wolfback Ridge even 
though the entire survey is still 
unfinished. 


Couple Must 
Resubmit Plan 


So many variances were re­ 
quested by a San Francisco 
couple for a home they intend 
to build on a vacant lot on 
Summit Drive, Corte Madera, 
that the Corte Madera Board of 
Adjustments asked them last 
night to resubmit their applica­ 
tion. 
According to William G. 
McBride, zoning administrator, 
Mr. and Mrs. Daniel Clifford of 
4142 26th Street, San Francisco, 
had applied for several vari­ 
ances to allow construction on 
the small lot at 310 Summit 
Drive. These included covering 
48 per cent of the site with 
construction, while the town's 
limit is 35 per cent. 


The fate of the sheriff’s drug 
abuse bureau and proposed 
honor farm for jail inmates 
remained in question today fol­ 
lowing a deadlock by Marin 
supervisors yesterday on fund­ 
ing. (Another supervisors story, 
page 1) 
As it stands, however, pro­ 
posed spending programs for 
the two items remain a part of 
the proposed $47.4 million budg­ 
et despite the 2-2 votes by the 
board. 
With Supervisor John F. 
M clnnis absent due to ill 
health, the remaining four su­ 
pervisors found them selves 
sharply divided over the need 
for the honor farm and drug 
bureau. 
While supervisors Louis H. 
Baar and Peter R. Arrigoni Jr. 
fought for funding of the drug 
bureau and against the honor 
farm, the reverse stand was 
taken by supervisors Michael 
Womum and Arnold M. Bap­ 
tiste. 
Their divided positions raise 
the possibility of entering fiscal 
1972-73 on July 1 without a 
budget, since by law three af­ 
firmative votes are required to 
approve the final budget. 
Spending programs for the 
sheriff’s requests remain frozen 
in the proposed budget because 
the board on County Adminis­ 
trator John F. Barrows’s ad­ 
vice in May ‘‘adopted” the pre­ 
liminary document instead of 
simply “accepting” it for re­ 
view as in years past. In adopt­ 
ing the document, the board 
took a legal action that requires 
a majority vote to make subse­ 
quent changes. 
The proposed honor farm , 
which both Sheriff Louis P. 
Mountanos and Barrows sup­ 
port, has been under considera­ 


tion by the board since early 
this year. 


Arrigoni, who has voiced sup­ 
port for the $210,000 minimum 
security facility in the past, 
joined B aar yesterday in a 
move to scrap it as a means of 
reducing the tax rate. 


Arrigoni told the Independ- 
ent-Joumal after the hearing he 
would have gone for the ex­ 
penditure if his fellow supervi­ 
sors hadn’t approved $60,000 for 
expansion of Gnoss Field and 
$89,000 extra for fairgrounds 
improvement — both of which 
he said were of low priority. 


In discussion of the facility, 
which would serve about 40 
trusties and relieve weekend 
crowding at the county jail, 
several members of the small 
audience voiced opposition. 


Winifred S. Frederick of Irate 
T axpayers of M arin, Birdie 
Schneider of Sleepy Hollow and 
Donald Van Dyke of the Marin 
County Taxpayers Association 
all questioned the expenditure.

porting excess prisoners to So­ 
noma County jail at half the 
estimated $210,000 cost of the 
honor farm 
(About $30,000 of the total 
would be used to refurbish the 
Nike missile site in Santa Vene- 
tia and the remaining $180,000 
for operating the facility with a 
staff of 10 employees — mostly 
sheriff’s deputies.) 
A dm inistrative analyst Mi­ 
chael Chrystal said the facility 
could be partially staffed wifh a 
portion of the seven men to be 
freed from duty in Tiburon once 
that city takes over its own law 
enforcement. 
Baptiste and Wornum, sup­ 
ported by the county grand 
jury, urged its adoption as a 
means of reducing Marin Coun­ 
ty's reliance on Sonoma County 
and of relieving weekend pres­ 
sure at the jail.

Wornum drew support from 
Baptiste, who said he favored 
putting drug abuse investiga­ 
tion under the sheriff’s investi­ 


gative division rather than as a 
separate bureau. 
B aar and A rrigoni, m ean­ 
while, drew on the county 
grand jury’s position that to 
elim inate the drug bureau 
would amount to an “open-door 
policy” extended by Marin to 
drug dealers.

slated for West Marin where, in 
the past, “resident deputies” 
have provided police protection. 
The six deputies are not new 
hiring, but include three men 
released from duty in Tiburon 
and three from a reduction in 
the security force at the Civic 
Center. 
The board decided, however, 
to eliminate the eight “resident 
deputies” and instead put them 
as well as the three added men 
on regular eight-hour shifts.

The increase brought the 
projected tax rate to $2.75 per 
$100 assessed valuation, only 1.5 
cents lower than before budget 
cutting began six days ago. 
On other matters considered 
yesterday, the board approved 
a county jail request of $776,000 
(up $85,000 from this year); a 
sheriff's administration request 
of $104,000 (up $5,000); a civil 
division request of $222,000 (up 
$25,000) and an investigative 
division request of $332,000 (up 
$20,000).

School Board Version 
Of 'Public Be Damned' 


Neither public protests nor 
county counsel opinions can jar 
the Marin County Board of 
Education from its accustomed 
ways. 
Near the close of 1968, Mrs. 
Edith Kanoff of Novato, whose 
term was to expire the follow­ 
ing April, resigned from the 
county board 
thus clearing 
the way for appointment of a 
successor who could run as 
incumbent (as she, in turn, had 
been appointed). 
• A three-m em ber screening 
committee headed by board 
m em ber Patrick W. Pollock 
was named to select Mrs. Kan­ 
off s replacement. The commit­ 
tee invited applications for the 
job, but refused to disclose the 
names of applicants. 


On Jan. 7, 1969, Pollock re­ 
ported the choice of the com­ 
mittee was Jam es A. Swenson. 
The board im m ediately ap ­ 
proved Swenson’s appointment 
unanimously, and as he was 
ushered into the board room, a 
name plate with his name al­ 
read y inscribed on it was 
placed in front of the new 
apointee. 


IT WAS ALL very prettily 
done, and very secretly done. 
Of course, the public, which is 
supposed to have something to 
say about who fills elective 
offices, had nothing to say at 
all. The board never disclosed 
the nam es of candidates it had 
passed _over in favor of Swen­ 
son. 
Swenson ran for election as 
Incumbent the following April, 
and m ade it, for a term expir­ 
ing in 1974. 
Last month, however, Swen­ 
son submitted his resignation, 
‘Tor business reasons.” 
The board appointed a three- 
m em ber screening committee, 
headed by Patrick W. Pollock. 
The committee invited applica­ 
tions for the job, but kept the 
nam es of applicants secret.

Voter Unrest Reduces 


Advantages Of Incumbents 


By EARL G. WATERS 


A further warning w*as sounded in the 
June prim ary elections. This is an exten­ 
sion of the signal sent up in the April 
municipal elections. Like the old favorite 
of bass singers, “Sailor, Beware,” the 
voters seem to be saying “many brave 
hearts lie asleep, incumbents take care.” 
In the April elections veteran city 
councilmen and mayors were felled like 
toy figures in a shooting gallery. The 
alarm was given added significance by 
the unusual number of seats which had 
intra-party contests in June. Almost half 
of the 80 Assembly districts and 16 of the 
43 congressional offices found candidates 
vying for party nominations. 


NOW THE JUNE 6 returns confirm the 
warnings. Two congressmen and one 
assemblyman bit the dust at the hands of 
their own party. The veteran George P. 
Miller of Alameda was snowed under. 
Miller, a Democrat, served in the Assem­ 
bly in the late ’30's and is completing his 
28th year in Congress. His seniority in 
the House had made him chairman of the 
science and astronautics committee, a 
position vitally important to California. 
But his age, now 81, made him vulnera­ 
ble as a target for the young and to those 
who constantly clamor that it is time for 
a change. 
In Orange County the Republicans 
turned out the ultra conservative John G. 
Schmitz, whose courageous independence 
had led him to voice strong opposition to 
the “liberalism” of President Nixon. 
Schmitz served six years in the state

Senate before going to Congress and had 
differences with Governor Reagon on the 
same issue. 
David C. Pierson, the promising young 
Democrat who replaced Jesse Unruh 
when the latter gave up his Assembly 
seat to run for governor, was also a 
victim of his own party. 


These defeats might be rationalized on 
an individual basis. But the fact that a 
substantial number of congressmen and 
legislators failed to win a majority of the 
total votes cast would seem to telegraph 
voter dissatisfaction with the job being 
done by those in office. 


Of the 37 incumbent congressmen, 13 
fell short of gaining an overall majority, 
including the two defeated. In the Assem­ 
bly 21 of the 68 incumbents suffered the 
same fate, along with 8 of 19 incumbent 
state senators. 


FOR SOME of those the results proba­ 
bly have no significance since the vote 
was split within their own party. If they 
can solidify the party vote in the general 
election victory will be theirs. 
But for many others, mostly Republi­ 
cans, the votes cast for opposition party 
candidates outdistanced the incumbents’ 
votes. It is these officeholders who have 
their work cut out for November if they 
are to retain their seats. 
Unfortunately for the state, when it 
rains all who stand in the open get wet. 
Good men, regardless of their records of 
past achievements, fall by the wayside 
along with the others when the voters 
become disenchanted with the “ins" and 
decided to “throw the rascals out.” 


WORTH SAYING AGAIN 


The security of the Pacific region will 
depend upon the ability of the countries 
there to meet the legitimate growing 
demands of their own people. No military 
strength we can bring to bear can give 
them internal stability or popular accept­ 
ance. — Clark Clifford. 
Whereas, once combinations of employ­ 
ers could say to workers, “Take what we 
offer you or you will not eat,” now union 
power can say to employers, “ Give what, 
we demand or you will not produce,” and 
to the general public, “Unless we win, 
what you need you will not have!” — 
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On May 23, Pollock reported 
the com m ittee had selected 
William L. Sisk. He was imme­ 
diately appointed, unanimous­ 
ly. Names of other applicants 
were not announced. 


THERE WAS ONE small fly 
in the smooth, smooth oint­ 
ment. Some members of the 
public had complained about 
the secrecy. So Pollock asked 
Richard V. Godino, assistant 
county counsel who is legal 
adviser to the school depart­ 
ment, for an opinion. Godino 
said the board “ would be hard- 
pressed to justify withholding 
the nam es.” 
Nevertheless, the board with­ 
held them. 
Godino put his opinion in 
writing. After reviewing appli­ 
cable laws, he wrote: “ I am of 
the opinion that the names 
cannot be kept confidential.” 
Monday night, the board con­ 
sidered G odino’s letter. Oh 
well, board members decided, 
it was just one m an’s opinion; 
the se cre t selection policy 
would be continued. 


THIS WAS NOT really sur­ 
prising. After all, Pollock got 
on the board by the same 
secret process, being appointed 
in 1963 with names of other 
candidates withheld. So did Lee 
C. Richardson Jr., appointed in 
•1965. So did Marilyn Crowell, 
appointed in 1969. With Sisk 
(and his predecessor, Swenson) 
that makes a majority of the 
board. 
The board has been support­ 
ed in this arrogant flouting of 
the public’s right to know who 
applies for an elective office by 
the elective county schools su­ 
perindent, Virgil S. Hollis. But 
that is not surprising, either. 
After all, the names must go 
through Hollis to the screening 
committee — and in recent 
years, he has always been a 
member of the committee him­ 
self.

Advantages Of Park 
District Enumerated 


In its editorial of June 16 backing 
County Administrator John Barrows’ op­ 
position to the establishment of a Marin 
County Regional Park District, the Inde: 
pendent-Journal made four principal ar­ 
guments: the proposed district could do 
nothing that the board of supervisors 
cannot already do; its separate status 
would help conceal the special open 
space tax; a county district would dis­ 
courage local land acquisition; it would 
add another layer of government bu­ 
reaucracy. 
Briefly, here are our responses. 
1. The critical advantage of an open 
space district over regular county gov­ 
ernment is that its guaranteed source of 
income (limited to $.10 per $100 assessed 
valuation unless the voters approve 
more) enables it to enter into long-term 
purchase agreements and borrow against 
future revenues, both of which fre vital 
to an acquisition program of the magni­ 
tude proposed in Marin . . . 
2. The regional park district tax will 
be a highly visible separate item instead 
of being buried in the complex annual 
appropriations for the Park and Recrea­ 
tion Department. 
3. lvocal land purchases will be en­ 
couraged, not discouraged, by the pros­ 
pect that matching funds will be availa­ 
ble from the district to protect such 
areas as the North Ridge, Richardson 
Bay, San Pedro Ridge, etc. . . 
4. Happily, because the supervisors 
will act as a governing board no addition­ 
al administrative bureaucracy will be 
required beyond the appointment of one 
park planner to the county staff — a 
position which would be needed, irrespec­ 
tive of whether there was a new district

Americans Want Gun Control 
But Congress Drags Its Feet 


WASHINGTON — Three days after 
Gov. George Wallace was shot while 
campaigning in Maryland, a Senate judi­ 
ciary subcommittee met to consider a 
proposal to tighten control over hand­ 
guns. The end result was more foggy 
talk, more evasion, more delay. 
Everyone agreed, of course, that shoot­ 
ing a candidate is a nasty business. It 
just shouldn’t happen. But the freedom of 
the individual to use his gun must not be 
lightly tampered with. 
Political assassination in this country 
has no apparent end. I was in Europe 
when Wallace V as shot and somehow the 
shock of it was greater there than it 
might have been here at home. Friendly 
Europeans asked with genuine concern 
and puzzlement, “How can this happen in 
your country?” For our enemies it was 
another opportunity to score the U.S.A. 
as a banana republic where the gun 
overrules the ballot box. 
Not alone Vietnam but the rampant 
violence spilling into our political life has 
tarnished the image of America. The two 
Kennedys, Martin Luther King Jr., and 
now Wallace — it is a pattern without 
rhyme or reason other than the preval­ 
ence of marginal individuals, either fa­ 
natics or out of a subculture of fantasy 
and violent exhibitionism, with ready 
access to the means of instant murder. 


SEN. BIRCH BAYH reported out of his 
subcommittee on juvenile deliquency a 
bill that would prohibit the; sale of 
handguns other than those for “sporting 
purposes.” This last involves a compli­ 
cated formula to be determined by the 
gun control division of the Treasury. 
Whether the Bayh bill will get the sup­ 
port of the full judiciary committee and 
what will happen to it on the Senate floor 
are part of the enigma of doubt and a 
possible prelude to failure as so often in 
the past. 
A law passed in 1968 after Robert 
Kennedy’s assassination banned the im­ 
portation of small handguns. These are, 
in the jargon of the trade, the cheapies, 
the Saturday-night specials. The law also 
banned mail-order sales of such guns and 
required identification by the purchaser. 
But with more loophole than law the 
result has been almost farcical if it were 
not so ominous. Component parts may be 
imported and, according to one estimate,

a million cheapies were assembled in 
1971 with imported parts, some really 
sub-assemblies, from Europe and Japan. 
As for identification, the individual 
‘flashes a driver’s license and whether he 
is high on alcohol or drugs is no matter 
as he forks down $10 at a pawn shop for a 
Saturday-night special. 


A RECENT GALLUP survey conducted 
for the Wall Street Journal, involving 
personal interviews with a sampling of 
1,542 persons, showed 79 per cent in favor 
of requiring a police permit to buy any 
gun. Repeated polls going as far back as 
19:18 have shown overwhelming support 
for gun registration. In that year 84 per 
cent would require gun owners to register 
and that percentage has rarely fallen 
below 70. Why then has Congress persist­ 
ently refused to act? The familiar answer 
is the “gun lobby.” Certainly that lobby, 
as embodied in the National Rifle Asso­ 
ciation with the financial support of big 
arms makers, is part of the answer, 
although it is more complicated than 
that, with heavy overtones from the 
political right wing. 
Maxwell Rich, executive vice president 
of the rifle association, set some kind of 
record when he testified on the Bayh bill. 
Was he for it or was he against it? Bayh 
pressed without getting any very conclu­ 
sive answer. Then the witness said: 
“ Well, we are getting again to a thing 
that we have been working on in many 
other fields, that is the consumer end, 
you know, setting standards of safety. We 
do it in toasters and other things. That 
might be something that will tie in here, 
and we would like to see the tests before 
we go on record about this. They are 
practically concluded.” 
Naturally you wouldn’t want a cheapie 
that would explode in your hand. The 
statistics are so familiar and so appall­ 
ing. One recent estimate is that 57 
Americans die every day as a result of 
being shot with a handgun. 
On Capitol Hill there was some expec­ 
tation th at the adm inistration m ight 
come up with a gun-control bill. Later 
reports had it that because of a division 
of opinion, with the prevailing view 
favoring right-wing opposition, the White 
House was stymied. In any event, the 
silence speaks for itself and the cheapies 
sell like hot cakes. 


Project To Reclaim Laos 
Goes Ahead Despite War f

It is the completion of the Nam Ngum 
Dam, a $30 million project which is only 
part of a dream that refuses to fade 
away despite W’ar, opposing ideologies 
and national jealousies. 
It began in the early 1950s as a United 
Nations project to develop the lower 
Mekong River basin and took positive 
form in 1958 with agreement among the 
four chief beneficiaries, Thailand, Laos, 
Cambodia and South Vietnam.

MORE THAN A SCORE of the world’s 
nations, including the United States, have 
contributed money and skills to the 
project. 
In 1965, former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, in a nowfamous famous at 
Johns Hopkins University, offered North 
Vietnam a share in its benefits and held 
it out as a reason for ending the war. 
Johnson saw it as a billion dollar aid 
package for Southeast Asia and declared: 


“The task is nothing less than to enrich 
the hopes and the existence of more than 
a hundred million people.” 
FOR CENTURIES the Mekong has 
flowed through Southeast Asia, its waters 
fed by the sn'nvfields of the Himalaya 
Mountains in Tibet. 
It is one of the world’s 10 great rivers, 
untamed either by bridge or dam. 
Although it spread rich silt across the 
delta, the destruction of its floods cost 
millions. 
The Nam Ngum dam has a potential of 
120,000 kilowatts of electricity, providing 
power for industrial development of Vien­ 
tiane and for other uses all the way back 
to Bangkok, capital of Thailand. 
Although close to the fighting, the site 
never has been attacked. 
IN SOUTHERN CAMBODIA work also 
progressing on the Prok Thnet power 
and irrigation complex, west of Phnom 
Penh on Route 4 leading to the Cambodi­ 
an port of Kompong Som. The fighting 
frequently cuts the road, and the flow of 
supplies from the port often is interrupt­ 
ed. But the wrork under a Japanese 
contractor goes forward. It will provide 
power and will irrigate 17,500 acres. 
The Mekong and its tributaries are 
estimated to have a potential of 20 
million kilowatts of electricity for agri­ 
cultural, industrial and community use. 
Among the benefits for the future: 
reclamation of the Plain of Reeds, a vast 
marshy wasteland extending from below 
Saigon northwestward into Cambodia. 
Alum salts contaminate the land and 
make its two and a half million acres 
useless. With proper drainage in the wet 
season and with sweet water pumped in 
during the dry, it can be made to produce 
three rice crops a year.

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One Billion For White Flags? 
Laird Just Has To Be Kidding 


A Challenge To 
Telephone Tax 
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WASHINGTON - Sec. of De­ 
fense Melvin Laird has suggest­ 
ed that if Senator McGovern’s 
defense budget of $55 billion is 
ever adopted, we might as well 
throw in the towel and spend a 
billion dollars for white flags 
which we will hoist all over the 
world. 
On the basis of past perform­ 
ance of our defense contractors, 
SI billion for white flags is a 
wholly unrealistic figure, and 
Laird knows it. 


THIS IS WHAT might happen 
if the Defense Department let it 
be known that it was planning 
to contract for white flags to fly 
around the globe: 
WASHINGTON, D.C., April 
30, 1973 — The chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee announced today that the 
Lockheed Flag Co. has been 
given a SI billion contract to 
produce 500 white flags for the 
Defense Department. The 
chairman denied the fact that 
Lockheed Flag was located in 
his district of Swampville, La., 
had anything to do with the 
company’s winning the order. 
SWAMPVILLE, La., July 14, 
1973 — The president of the 
Lockheed Flag Co. displayed a 
prototype of the WF1 (White 
Flag One) for the press this 
morning. The president said the 
WF1 would outperform any 
white flag now flying. It would 
be an all-weather flag which 
would fly at night as well as 
during the day, and could stand 
gusts of wind up to 100 miles an 
hour. Lockheed Flag said it 
hoped to have the WF1 in pro­ 
duction in 10 months. 
EDWARDS AIR FORCE 
BASE, Calif.. June 15, 1974 — 
The first WF1 was tested here 
today and Defense Department 
officials announced they were 
very pleased with the results. 
The WF1 flew at an altitude of 
23 feet for three hours. Al­ 
though it showed some fabric 
fatigue under stress, Lockheed 
Flag engineers said the damage 
was minimal, and easily could 
be repaired. 


SWAMPVILLE, La., Sept. 2, 
1974 — The president of Lock­ 
heed Flag announced today that 
due to increased labor costs, 
fabric fatigue and hikes in flag­ 
pole ropes, his company would 
not be able to fulfill its WF1 
contract for SI billion. He said 


he was asking for a supplemen­ 
tary $800 million, which was 
still a bargain for the country. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Dec. 
15, 1974 — The chairman of the 
House Armed Services Commit­ 
tee said he was recommending 
the $800 million overrun for the 
WF1 as the security of the 
nation was at stake. He also 
said he was adding $100 million 
extra for Christmas bonuses for 
Lockheed Flag executives. 
A N C H O R A G E, Alaska, 
March 8, 1975 — Two WFls 
crashed to the ground yester­ 
day and Pentagon investigators 
suspect the wooden flagpoles 
used to fly the white flags were 
at fault. Termites were found in 
both flagpoles, and the Defense 
Department has grounded all 
WFls until a new aluminum 
flagpole could be designed. 
SWAMPVILLE, La., May 11, 
1975 — The president of the 
Lockheed Flag Co. said he 
would need another $1 billion to 
replace the flagpoles in the 
WF1. He said it was the De­ 
fense Department’s insistence 
on 
wooden 
flagpoles that 
caused the overrun, and he 
would need the money immedi­ 
ately if the white flags were to 
be delivered on schedule. 


WASHINGTON, DC., May 12, 
1975 — Sen. William Proxmire 
called the WF1 the biggest De­ 
fense Department bungle of the 
year and suggested the contract 
be canceled. 
Testifying in front of Prox- 
mire s committee, the president 
of Lockheed Flag said that if he 
doesn't get $1 billion immedi­ 
ately, his company would go 
bankrupt and not only would 
this create a hardship for its 
stockholders but it would put 35 
people out of work. 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Sept. 
11. 1975 — Congress, at the 
urging of the White House, vot­ 
ed today to give the Lockheed 
Flag Co. $1 billion to complete 
work on the WF1 and also lend 
it another $1 billion to develop a 
new multiwhite flag project 
which could fly six white flags 
from the same flagpole at the 
same time. 
SWAMPVILLE, La., Nov. 9, 
1975 — The President of Lock­ 
heed Flag Co. announced today 
that because of a strike he was 
asking the Defense Department 
for another. . ..

West will clear 
the diamonds and will get back 
with the ace of clubs in time to 
defeat the contract. 


If you lead clubs first, West’s 
ace is knocked out. West can 
clear the diamonds but can 
never get back to take them. 


CLUBS RIGHT SUIT 
Evidently, as the cards lie, 
clubs is the right suit, and 
spades is the wrong suit. 
“Hold on,’' says the heckler 
in the back row. “Suppose the 
two black aces were ex­ 
changed. Then spades would be 
right and clubs would be 
wrong.” 


EXTRA CHANCE 
You cannot tell which oppo­ 
nent has which ace. By tackling 
clubs first, however, you give 
yourself an extra chance. 
Suppose you lead spades first. 
This has an even chance to be 
the right suit. If it is the wrong 
suit, however, you are dead. 
Next suppose that you lead 
clubs first — from the dummy. 
This has, likewise, an even 
chance to be right. But you still 
have a chance even if East has 
the ace of clubs. East must 
play his ace of clubs at once 
and shoot back a diamond, for 
otherwise you would “steal” 
one club trick and switch to 
spades. 


EAST S ACTION 
But East’s play of the ace of 
clubs leaves you with a chance 
to win three club tricks, which 
would be enough for your con­ 
tract.

19.10.010 PURPOSE. 
The adoption of a Uniform Fire Code is for the purpose of 
prescribing regulations governing conditions hazardous to life and 
property from fire, explosion, the storage of flammable liquids, bulk 
petroleum products, explosives and blasting agents, providing for 
certain permits and the penalties for violation of this ordinance and 
to provide a Bureau of Fire Prevention. 
19.10.020 DEFINITIONS. 
A. Whenever the word jurisdiction is used in the Uniform Fire 
Code, it should be held to mean the City of San Rafael. 
B. Whenever the term corporate counsel is used in the Uniform 
Fire Code, it should be held to mean the City Attorney for the City of 
San Rafael. 
19.10.030 ADOPTION OF ITNIFORM FIRE CODE. 
It is hereby adopted by the City of San Rafael that certain code 
known as the Uniform Fire Code, recommended by the Western Fire 
Chiefs’ Association and the International Conference of Building 
Officials being particularly the 1971 addition thereof, and the whole 
thereof save and except such portions as are hereby deleted, modified 
or amended by Section 19.10.090 of this Ordinance, of which Code not 
less then three copies have been and are now filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the City of San Rafael and the same are hereby adopted and 
incorporated as fully as if set out at length herein and from the date 
on which this ordinance shall take effect, the provisions thereof shall 
be controlling within the city limits of the City of San Rafael.

A. The Uniform Fire Code shall be enforced by the Bureau of Fire 
Prevention of the Fire Department of the City of San Rafael which is 
hereby established and which shall be operated under the supervision 
of the Fire Chief of the Fire Department. 
B. The Chief in charge of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shall be 
apjiointed by the Fire Chief of the City of San Rafael. 
C. The Fire Chief of the Fire Department may detail such members 
of the Fire Department as inspectors as shall from time to time 
bcconic necessary. 
19.10.050 ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITS OF DISTRICTS IN 
WHICH STORAGE OF FLAMMABLE OR COMBUSTIBLE LIQUIDS 
IN OUTSIDE ABOVE GROUND TANKS IS TO BE PROHIBITED. 
A. The storage of flammable or combustible liquids in outside 
above ground tanks is hereby prohibited within the limits of fire zone 
1 and fire zone 3. In all other zones the storage of flammable or 
combustible liquids in outside above ground tanks is subject to the 
limits referred to in section 15.201 of the Uniform Fire Code. 
B. New bulk plants for flammable or combustible liquids are 
hereby prohibited in fire zone 1 and fine zone 3. 
19.10.060 ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITS IN WHICH BULK STOR­ 
AGE OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GASES IS TO BE RESTRICT­ 
ED. 
The bulk storage of liquefied petroleum gas is hereby restricted 
within the limits of fire zone 1 and fire zone 3, subject to the limits 
referred to in section 20.105(a) of the Uniform Fire Code. 
19.10.070 ESTABLISHMENT OF LIMITS OF DISTRICTS IN 
WHICH STORAGE OF EXPLOSIVES ANI) BLASTING AGENTS IS 
TO BE PROHIBITED. 
There shall be no storage of explosives or blasting agents .as set 
forth in section 11.106(b) of the Uniform Fire Code within the city 
limits of the City of San Rafael. 
19 10.080 NEW MATERIALS, PROCESS OR OCCUPANCIES 
WHICH MAY REQUIRE PERMITS. 
The Fire Chief and the Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention shalt 
act as a committee to determine and specify, after giving affected 
persons an bpportunity to be heard, any new materials, process or 
occupancies which shall require permits in addition to tho.se now 
enumerated in said Code. The Chief of the Bureau of Fire Prevention 
shall post such list in a conspicuous place in his office and distribute 
copies thereof to interested persons. 
19.10.090 AMENDMENTS MADE TO THE UNIFORM FIRE CODE. 
The Uniform Fire Code is amended and changed in the following 
respects: 
Section 1.205 of Article 1, is hereby amended and shall read as 
follows: 
Section 1.205 Authority 
“The Chief, members of the Fire Prevention Bureau and all 
members of the Department charged with enforcement of this code 
shall have the powers of a police officer while performing their duties 
under this code.” 
Section 1.215 of Article 1, is hereby amended and shall now read as 
follows: 
Section 1.215 Appeals 
“ Whenever the Chief of the Fire Department shall disapprove an 
applicant or refuse to grant a license or permit applied for, or when it 
is claimed that the provisions of the code do not apply, or that the 
true intent and meaning of the code have been misconstrued or 
wrongfully interpreted, the applicant may appeal from the decision of 
the Chief of the Fire Department to the City Council within 10 days 
from the date cf the decision.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A bill 
abolishing the “prior authoriza­ 
tion” restrictions for doctors 
who provide Medi-Cal services 
is now before the Senate.

Wednesday on a 9-2 vote by the 
Senate Health and Welfare 
Committee. It is the key mea­ 
sure of a seven-bill package by 
Sen. Peter Behr, R-San Rafael, 
which he said is designed to 
“reform” management of Me­ 
di-Cal. 
Under the bill approved by 
the co m m ittee, p h y sicia n s 
would not be required to obtain 
approval from the state Depart­ 
ment of Health Care Services 
when he feels non-emergency 
care is needed. 
Currently, doctors must get 
approval for further medical 
care when a Medi-Cal patient 
has used the allotted two 
monthly visits. The request is 
reviewed by a state-employed 
physician. 
Behr told the committee the 
“ prior authorization" system 
has driven many doctors out of 
Medi-Cal because of the paper­ 
work and the review of their 
medical judgment. 
“ It has failed to prevent 
unethical doctors from cheating 
the system," Behr said, “and it 
has denied needed medical care 
to the poor.” 
Dr. John H. Jordan of the 
Health Care Services Depart­ 
ment. opposed the bill, contend­ 
ing “ prior authorization” is 
needed to prevent unnecessary 
medical care. 
Sens. Jack Schrade. R-San 
Diego, and Jam es Q. Wed- 
worth. D-Hawthorne, cast the 
two “no votes on the bill. 
At an earlier news confer­ 
ence. Behr said his Medi-Cal 
legislative package had the sup­ 
port of the California Medical 
Association, the California Hos­ 
pital Association and the Cali­ 
fornia Rural Legal Assistance.

The doctor taught him to give 
himself insulin shots and gave him a diet to 
follow. He is allowed sugars and starches, 
which I always thought were not good for 
diabetics. Is this right?” 
Restriction of carbohydrates (starches, sug­ 
ars, cellulose) was in vogue 50 to 60 years 
ago, but there is no scientific basis for it. As a 
result, the diet of the m o d e r n ------------------ 
diabetic is more liberalized and 
varied, and allows almost twice 
as many grams of carbohy-

drate as protein and fat. Fruits 
vegetables, and cereals, includ 
ing bread, spaghetti, noodles 
milk, and sugar are examples 
of foods containing carbohy 
drates.

The younger person usually 
needs insulin and a diet to 
control his diabetes. Proper nu­ 
trition alone, 
without insulin 
injections, can control the dis­ 
ease in many adult diabetics. In 
fact, 
many overweight older 
persons with slightly more than 
normal amounts of sugar in the 
urine and blood do very well if 
they lose weight. There is some 
question whether these individ­ 
uals have diabetes. 


THE TYPICAL diabetes that 
develops in children and young­ 
er adults is easy to diagnose. 
This is not always true of the 
“diabetes” that develops later 
in life. The laboratory tests are 
abnormal, but not too far off. If 
the condition cannot be con­ 
trolled with diet, antidiabetic 
pills or insulin are added to the 
regimen. So many oldsters de­ 
velop the late onset form of the 
diasease, that some authorities 
believe that like gray hair, it 
may be normal after age 60.

Scipio Spinks Story— 


'M e And My Gorilla' 


CHICAGO — Scipio Spinks was born here in 
Chicago 24 years ago, the son of Scipio Spinks 
whose father also was named Scipio Spinks. All 
males in the Spinks family are named Scipio. It’s 
a family tradition. Scipio is pronounced Sip-e-oh, 
not Skip-e-oh. 
The youngest of the Scipios now is a major 
league pitcher and a pretty good one even though 
he wasn’t successful in two tries against the 
Giants this season, the first in Candlestick Park 
June 8, the second in Busch Stadium at St. Louis 
last Sunday. 


SCIPIO AND Tito Fuentes had words in 
Candlestick when Scipio sent Tito into the dirt 
with a fast ball. “He told me to stop staring at 
. him,’’ said Tito. “He’s crazy. Check him out. Ask 
Joe Torre about him. Ask Lou Brock. Ask any of 
his Cardinal teammates.’’ 
So a baseball writer traveling with the Giants 
did check out Scipio when the Giants visited St. 
Louis last weekend. And this is what he learned: 
Scipio’s closest pal is a gorilla that he bought 
in Houston, where he used to pitch for the Astros 
until they traded him to the Cardinals. Scipio says 
he couldn’t resist buying the gorilla because, 
despite the fact it is a stuffed one, it tapped on a 
shop window as Scipio was passing by. 


SOMETIMES SCIPIO calls his pet “Joe Torre,” 
sometimes “Lou Brock,” but when he wants a 
game ticket left for the gorilla he puts down the 
name of “ Mighty Joe Young” on the St. Louis 
players’ pass list. 
Mighty Joe Young, wearing a Cardinal cap 
and uniform, sat last Sunday in a Busch Stadium 
box and watched his master pitch. Scipio had 
forgotten to bring his gorilla to Candlestick two 
weeks ago and he blamed his forgetfulness on the 
fact the Giants scored four runs off him. 
The gorilla slumped in its seat when Scipio 
was kayoed in the eighth inning of his second 
appearance against the Giants. But Scipio still 
hasn’t lost faith in his gorilla as a good luck 
charm. 


HOWEVER,- SCIPIO’S new Cardinal team­ 
mates blamed the gorilla for an 0-7 road trip and 
hanged him in the clubhouse while Scipio was 
running wind sprints. Not only did they hang the 
ape, they put a dagger through his heart. 
Scipio was crushed when he saw his pal 
dangling from the rafters. “He cost me $26,” said 
Scipio as he untied the noose and removed the 
dagger. “I’ll love him even with a broken neck. I 
won’t give him up.” 
Torre, as the team’s player rep, apologized to 
Scipio for the lynching and assured him it 
wouldn’t happen again. Scipio was duly grateful. 
“I couldn’t stand the shock of a second 
lynching,” said Scipio and his teammates roared. 
Like the Giants, the Cardinals haven’t had 
much to laugh about this season. But Scipio has 
kept them loose with, of course, the help of his 
gorilla.

There are times when you’ve got to be a switch-hitter. I used to 
practice left-hand shots at Hardy’s in Dallas by turning the club 
over. 
It finally paid off in a Ryder Cup match against Brian Huggett 
of England — probably the greatest shot I ever hit. 
My ball was nuzzling a big tree where I couldn’t get to it right- 
handed. The hole was a dogleg right, with the green 125 yards 
away. So I moved over on the wrong side, took a cut and hooked 
the ball around some trees and on the green. I two-putted to win. 
I suggest that most players use the back of their putter to 
advance a ball left-handed. The secret is this: Keep your head 
down. Most guys look up and fan the ball. 
If there’s any way to hit it in your natural manner, even if it. 
means standing on one leg, the percentages are with you. On this 
kind of shot you don’t expect to move the ball far from either side. 
It’s a percentage game. 
If you can waste one stroke and escape with bogey, take it. 
Getting fancy can cost you a seven. And the only place those 
babies can help you is in Las Vegas.

Pay Raise 


Following an often bitter de­ 
bate over escalating salaries, 
the Strawberry Recreation Dis­ 
trict has adopted an $84,495 
preliminary budget for 1972-7'? 
including a $2,000 raise for rec 
reation manager David E. Rob­ 
erts. 


The tentative budget drew the 
wrath of many residents who 
claimed the Strawberry area 
didn't need and couldn't afford 
an $8,000 increase in the dis­ 
trict’s spending program. 


According to the district’s at­ 
torney, Stephen H, Kauffman, 
the current tax rate of 56 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation 
may drop with next y e a r’s 
budget — despite the increased 
spending — due to a recent 
upward reassessment of prop­ 
erty which will increase tax 
revenue. 


When the budget came up for 
a vote last week, board chair­ 
man Carl L. Schaefer cast the 
only negative vote. He said the 
budget called for more spend­ 
ing than the district could af­ 
ford. 


A proposal to boost Roberts’s 
salary 50 per cent, from $10,000 
to $15,000, after one year on the 
job, accounted for the most 
bitter moments of the heated 
budget hearings.

payers questioned the need for 
such a costly position in a 
district the size of Strawber­ 
ry ’s. 


The board finally agreed on a 
compromise figure of $12,025 
for Roberts. He will earn an 
additional $750 from the district 
if he continues to serve as clerk 
of the board. 
Despite some objections, the 
board also adopted proposed 50 
per cent increases in retainers 
for the board’s architect and 
attorney. Architect J. Martin 
Rosse was slated for an in­ 
crease from $600 to $900, while 
Kauffman was scheduled for an 
increase from $1,200 to $1,800.

The bill, SB 181 by Sen. Peter 
H. Behr, R-San Rafael, was 
asked by the Commission be­ 
cause supervisors often miss 
m eetings and jeopardize its 
ability to muster a quorum. 
Supervisors originally had the 
power to appoint citizens as 
alternate com m issioners, but 
lost this power in 1969 under an 
am endm ent by form er Sen. 
John F. McCarthy, R-San Ra­ 
fael. 
McCarthy’s amendment lim­ 
ited alternates to fellow super­ 
visors, which proved too re­ 
strictive, according to the 
commission. 


Both the Sierra Club and the 
committee’s chairman, Milton 
Marks, R-San Francisco, had 
objected that citizen alternates 
would not be as responsive to 
the public as elected officials. 
Marks voted for it after get­ 
ting Behr’s agreement to an 
amendment limiting alternates 
to “public officials.” It was an 
amendment with virtually no 
effect, Behr said, “so I accept­ 
ed it gleefully.” 
Behr said the am endm ent 
still would allow supervisors to 
appoint a citizen as commission 
alternates just so long as the

The four-wheeled automobile,' 
the main source of transporta­ 
tion in Marin County, is facing 
serious competition from the 
two-wheeled bicycle. 


In fact, the two-wheeler may 
have passed up the four-wheel­ 
er in the actual num ber of 
vehicles in the county, although 


no accurate bicycle count is 
available. 
M arin's car registration for 
1971 totaled 112,538 automobiles 
and 12,861 trucks, for a total of 
125,399. 
Inform al e stim ates 
place M arin’s cycling popula­ 
tion a t th ree-fo u rth s of the 
county’s total of 207,000, or 
about 155,000 perons. 


As recently as 1968. youth in 
Marin were quoted as saying 
high school students “ wouldn’t 
be caught dead riding a bicycle 
to school.” 
FAD CATCHES ON 
Even as such assertions were 
being made, the bicycle fad had 
caught on and was engulfing 
the population. 


T en In te re stin g O u tin g s O ffe r 
V arie ty T o M arin Bicycle Fans 


Experienced cyclists recom ­ 
mend the less-traveled rural 
roads for family bicycle rides. 
Here are some localized bicy­ 
cle trails recommended by the 
Mill Valley Cyclery: 


1. B ear Valley Trail — Ten 
mile-round trip. Excellent fami­ 
ly ride. Hikers and bikersonly. 
No food or drink available. 
B reath tak in g view at ocean 
end. Leave car at Point Reyes 
Park headquarters near Olema. 
Free trail maps. 


2. Nicasio Loop — About 20 
miles, mostly level, light traff­ 
ic. Be sure to go clockwise 
(Nicasio to San Geronimo to 
Taylor State Park. Tocaloma to 
Platform Bridge Road to reser­ 
voir to Nicasio) to take advan­ 
tage of prevailing winds. To 
avoid heavy traffic, ride inside 
state park from park entrance 
to swimming hole. 


. 3. Paradise Drive Loop. — 
About 20 miles, hilly. Begin at 
the Straw berry Shopping Cen­ 
ter, south on frontage road par­ 
allel to Highway 101. Left on 
Sem inary Drive, follow lagoon 
to Straw berry Drive. Follow 
this to T iburon B oulevard. 
Right one block to traffic light. 
Turn right, ride on frontage 
road (Greenwood Road) until it 
joins Tiburon Boulevard again 
near Trestle Glen. Stay on Tib­ 
uron Boulevard. (Walk bikes 
uphill if traffic is heavy — 
caution here!) 


Heavy weekend traffic. Passes 
Audubon Canyon Ranch bird 
sanctuary. 


5. Cascade Canyon Loop — 
About seven miles. Begin hilly 
ride at Mill Valley Cyclery. 
North on Miller Avenue to cen­ 
ter of town. Left on Throckmor­ 
ton to Old Mill Park. Right on 
Cascade after bridge. Stay on 
this all the way for slow, grad­ 
ual climb to end of paved road. 
Right on Lovell to stop sign. 
Right on Elm a, left on Throck­ 
morton past stop sign. Right on 
Ethel to Montford, then left to 
Mill Valley Cyclery. 


6. China Camp Loop — Ten to 
12 miles, flat to rolling hard 
surfaced road. Nice scenery, 
little traffic, excellent family 
ride. McNear Beach Park en- 
route offers swimming and pic­ 
nic facilities. Begin at Marin 
County Civic Center and ride 
east on North San Pedro Road. 
Circular route returns to Civic 
Center. 


7. Angel Island — Several 
miles of hard surfaced roads. 
Hilly, no cars. Picnic area. 
Spectacular views of San Fran­ 
cisco and bay. F erry leaves 
Tiburon at W indjammer restau­ 
rant. Call Angel Island State 
Park Ferry for information. 


Either ride straight into Tib­ 
uron or turn right on San Ra­ 
fael Avenue. Either stay on San 
Rafael Avenue or stronger ri­ 
ders turn right on West Shore 
Road and tip steep hill to Belve* 
dere Road into Tiburon. From 
Tiburon stay on Paradise Drive 
to Paradise Beach County Park 
(restro o m s, picnic facilities, 
fishing and swimming). On to 
the firehouse at Trestle Glen 
Boulevard. 


To cut ride short, take Trestle 
Glen to Tiburon Boulevard to 
S tra w b e rry Shopping C enter. 
For longer ride, stay on P ara­ 
dise Drive to Corte Madera, 
overpass highway, follow Tam- 
alpais Drive left on Chapman 
Drive to top of ridge. From top, 
follow Camino Alto to electric 
traffic signals on East Blithe- 
dale.

9. Tennessee Valley Road — 
Three to four mile round trip. 
Excellent family trip. Hard sur­ 
face rolling road.

shunned like the plague a few 
years ago, is now a beloved 
companion for all ages from the 
toddler to grandm a. 
.Some bike enthusiasts con­ 
tend that the cycling fad has 
already peaked and is on the 
way down, but most observers 
feel that bicycling is still the 
rage and is here to stay. 
At least, that is the assum p­ 
tion on which the Marin County 
Parks and Recreation D epart­ 
ment, with the cooperation of 
various cities and other govern­ 
ing agencies, is continuing to 
improve what is still only a 
sketchy county bicycle path 
system. 


BIKE PATH SYSTEM 
A countywide bike path sys­ 
tem does exist, with 215 miles 
of bicycle paths outline on the 
m ap. H ow ever, the bulk of 
these “ bike paths” represent 
existing streets and highways 
that are mainly for automobile 
use. Only about 15 or 20 miles 
are signed bicycle routes that 
provide relatively safe riding. 
P ierre 
W, 
Jo sk e, 
county 


parks and recreation director, 
and Don L. Rolph, county park 
planner, gave this report on the 
current status of bicycle paths. 
Cyclists can ride from San 
Francisco over the Golden Gate 
Bridge and get off at the spe­ 
cial bicycle offramp built by 
the Golden Gate Bridge District 
onto Conzelman Road, the mili­ 
tary road in Fort Baker. This 
leads through Fort Baker into 
signed city streets in Sausalito. 
From about Gate 4, a city 
bicycle path heads north to the 
Sausalito Bait Shop area, where 
the county path connects Sau­ 
salito with Dolan’s Corner in 
Mill Valley. 
The cyclist m ust then ride 
alongside 
city 
and 
county 
streets to continue north into 


Corte Madera over Corte Made­ 
ra Grade or east over Alto 
interchange and onto Tiburon 
Boulevard. One of the best bike 
paths in the county starts from 
Blackie’s Pasture near Trestle 
Glen and continues into down­ 
town Tiburon with a first-class 
black topping riding lane. 
There is no short, easy ride 
from Mill Valley into Corte 
Madera. The cyclist must ei­ 
ther take the steep old county 
highway (Corte Madera Grade) 
or make the Paradise Drive 
loop and come out at Corte 
Madera Wye. 
BACK STREETS 
From Corte Madera north­ 
ward, the cyclists use existing 
back streets of Larkspur, Kent- 
field, San Anselmo and San 


Rafael. At San Rafael, the bike 
rider may take the San Pedro 
Road loop around China Camp 
and come out at the Civic 
Center or head directly over 


Puerto Suello Hill into Terra 
Linda. 
At Marinwood, the cyclist 
runs into a major north-south

Continued from Page S-2 
bottleneck. There is no route 
along Highway 101 at that 
point, and the cyclist must de­ 
tour along Lucas Valley Road 
to Nicasio Road, up Petaluma- 
Point Reyes Road and into Pet­ 
aluma. 
From Petaluma-Point Reyes 
Road, a cyclist can double back 
into Novato via Novato Boule­ 
vard, but Highway 101 from 
Novato to Sonoma County is 
dangerous for bicycles. 


PROJECTS UNDER WAY 
Here are some of the current 
projects underway to make cy­ 
cling safer and more enjoyable: 
1. Novato to Stafford Lake. 
Plans for a bike path (blacktop 
si* to eight feet wide) two and 
one-half miles long, from Sutro 
Avenue to Stafford Lake County 
Park, are out to bid and should 
be completed this summer. 
2. Corte Madera Creek. Plans 
are also out to bid on a mile 
and a quarter path along the 
creek bank from Bon Air 
Bridge to College Avenue in 
Kentfield. 
3. At Fort Baker, the Army has 
paved Conzelman Road (form­ 
erly dirt road), to provide a 
smooth connector between 
Golden Gate Bridge and Sausal­ 
ito. 


Possible bicycle projects in 
the future include: 
1. A bike path from Lomifa 
Drive at Alto to Casa Buena 
Drive in Corte Madera, along­ 
side Highway 101. This would 
provide a shortcut for those 
who now push their way up 
Corte Madera grade or take the 
circuitious Tiburon Boulevard- 
Trestle Glen-Paradise Drive 
route. 
2. College Avenue to Ross 
Commons — through College of 
Marin grounds, along the creek 
to Ross. 
3. A bike path along Highway 
101 from Miller Creek Road in 
Marinwood to Nave Drive in 
Ignacio. This would be unneces­ 
sary if Las Gallinas Avenue in 
Marinwood is extended north­ 
ward to tie into Alameda del 
Prado. 
4. A cooperative venture with 
Marin Municipal Water District 
for a 22-mile route from the 
Marin Civic Center to Point 
Reyes Seashore headquarters. 
Such a path would follow Frei­ 
tas Parkway in Terra Linda 
over the hill to Sleepy Hollow, 
Butterfield Road to Van Winkle 
Drive, then follow the water 
district pipelines to Smith Sad­ 
dle tanks and over the old 
narrow gauge railroad right-of- 
way to White’s Hill. An over­ 


pass at White’s Hill would take 
the cyclist to Meadow Drive in 
Woodacre, Forest Knolls, and a 
separated path alongside Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard to La- 
gunitas, where the path would 
pick up the old railroad right- 
of-way to Taylor Park and To- 
caloma, then follow the creek to 
Bear Valley Road. 


Any of these proposals, where 
county time or expense is in­ 
volved, would require approval 
from the Marin County Board 
of Supervisors. 


A sudden splitting headache, 
shortness of breath, rapidly ris­ 
ing pulse, and repeated yawns 
are all symptoms that tell a 
driver that high altitudes don’t 
agree with him.

Six Bay Área Plants Among 


Leaders in Recycling Glass 


Six Bay Area plants account 
ed for 14 million of the more 
than 211 million used glass con­ 
ta in e rs th at w ere reclaim ed 
and recycled into new bottles 
and ja r s during the first three 
months of 1972, it is reported by 
the G lass Container M anufac­ 
turers institute, which has its 
w estern headquarters in Oak­ 
land. 


This com pares with 96 million 
bottles and ja rs collected by the 
public in the January-M arch 
quarter of 1971. The institute 
also reported that more than 1 
billion bottles have been recy­ 
cled into new glass containers 
and other secondary products 
since the reclam ation program 
began about two years ago. 
N early 
100 glass container 
plants of GCMI m em ber com­ 


panies in 25 states have paid 
more than $5 million to the 
public for over 250,000 tons of 
refu se con verted into useful 
products, the report said. 
‘This unprecedented volume 
of recycling is the result of 
en th u siastic pu blic resp on se 
arising from growing concern 
with 
environment problem s,” 
Richard L. Cheney, president of 
GCMI, said. 
Boy and Girl Scout troops, 
Jaycees, 4-H Clubs and conser­ 
vation groups have been among 
the most active of the many 
citizen organizations participat­ 
ing in the bottle roundup. 
Most of the reclaim ed bottles 
and jars are crushed into cullet 
and melted in g lass furnaces to 
m ake new g la s s co n tain ers. 
Others have been recycled on 


an experim ental basis into such 
potentially useful products as 
interior wall panels, terrazzo 
tile flooring, glass wool insula­ 
tion, bricks and glasphalt, 3 
new blacktop paving m aterial 
Cheney em phasized that the 
g lass container industry con­ 
ceived the present bottle recla­ 
m ation program as ‘‘an im por­ 
tant step — but only a step — 
tow ard our lon g-ran ge go al, 
which m ust be the recovery of 
recyclable w astes on a m echa­ 
nized b a sis.”

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SUMMER BARBECUE GUIDE 


It's Time 
Kitchen Outdoors 


Let’s eat out — on the patio. 
Summery weather, even if the 
calendar says spring, calls for 
the family and friends to move 
outside for meals. 
Whether you do an elaborate 
garden barbecue to entertain 
the friends and neighbors or a 
more paper-plate style of eating 
out, the fun is the same. 
First, dust off the barbecue, 
wipe the grill clean if the cat 
hasn’t already given it a good 
going-over, and get out the bar­ 
becue mitt and long fork, spoon 
and spatula, or tongs. 
Charcoal briquets should be 
in good supply, and an electric 
charcoal starter will keep the 
chef from flaring up before the 
barbecue does. Otherwise it’s 
matches, paper and fire-start­ 
ing fluid, which must be han­ 
dled very cautiously to avoid 
dangerous burns. 
It’s a good idea, too, to keep a 
sprinkling can of water handy 
to douse flame-ups or sparks. 
Expert barbecuers say the se­ 
cret of a good barbecue fire is 
to use charcoal sparingly, start 
the 
fire 
a good 20 minutes 
ahead of cooking time and to 
move the 
briquets about an 
inch apart once they are ignited 
to prevent big flames. Not too 
much fire is needed to barbecue 
for small numbers of people. 
Begin cooking after the char­ 
coal turns a light gray shade. 
What to cook? Everybody 
does the hotdog or hamburger, 
beans and salad dinner at least 
several times a summer, so you 
know it’s still popular. Espe­ 
cially with the children. 
What else? Lamb, 
beef or 


pork roasts are excellent if you 
have a rotisserie and they don’t 
take much tending. They do 
take long cooking, however. 
You can do a rotisserie style, 
beef rib eye (Delmonico) roast 
in 
to 2H hours, depending 
on how done you like it and the 
size of the roast. Insert the 
rotisserie rod lengthwise into 
the center of the roast, as well 
balanced as possible. Then 
tighten the spit forks. 
Insert a meat thermometer 
so that 
it goes through the 
thickest part of the roast but 
does not touch the metal rod. 
Cook at moderate temperature 
— over ash-covered coals — to 
desired doneness. The th er­ 
mometer will register 140 de­ 
grees for rare; 160 degrees for 
medium, and 170 degrees for 
well-done meat. A four to six 
pound 
roast 
cooks well this 
way. 
Broiled 
Porterhouse 
beef 
steaks are good done on the 
grill without the rotisserie. Or­ 
der them cut one to two inches 
thick. Salt and pepper them and 
place them on the grill, which 
is about three inches from the 
heat. 
When one side is browned, 
turn carefully so juices don’t 
escape and finish cooking the 
second side. Season and serve 
right away. Two-inch cuts take 
about 30 minutes for rare and 


40 „minutes total for medium. 
One-inch cuts take orly about 
15 to 20 minutes all told for 
rare, and 25 minutes for medi­ 
um. 


There’s a tangy salad that 
goes well with this —tossed in a 
large bowl. 


Combine four cups of tom 
iceberg lettuce, three cups tom 
fresh spinach, an eight and one 
half ounce can of diagonal cut 
green beans, drained; 
an 11 
ounce can of mandarin oranges, 
drained; one small onion sliced 
into thin separated rings. Toss 
lightly and add bottled sweet- 
and-sour salad dressing just be­ 
fore serving. 
Maybe you prefer fresh trout 
on the grill and are lucky 
enough to have some. Baste 
fish with a wine and butter 
sauce and it will be even better. 
First, wash and dry trout; 


season with salt and pepper. 
Wrap a partly-cooked slice of 
bacon around each fish. Place 
on grill over hot coals. Brush 
with a mixture of four table­ 
spoons butter melted and one 
cup of dry sauterae or catawba 
wine (for four fish). 
Repeat 
about three times during the 
cooking time — about 15 min­ 
utes depending on the hotness 
of the 
fire. 
Turn 
fish once 
during this time, again basting. 
When 
trout 
is 
almost dene, 
sprinkle on a small amount of 
grated Parmesan cheese and 
chopped almonds. Leave on the 
grill until the cheese melts. 


Maybe you’d rather try bar­ 
becued kabobs made with lunch 
meat, good for either lunch or 
patio supper. They’re skewered 
and cooked over the coals. 


To serve six, take two cans 
(12 ounces each) of luncheon 


meat and cut in halves length­ 
wise, then cut each piece into 
six cubes. Gather green pepper 
squares, small boiled onions, 
ch erry tom atoes and whole 
mushrooms and thread a com­ 
bination of ingredients on si 
ers. 


Combine eight ounce can je l­ 
lied cranberry sauce, juice of 
one lemon, one-fourth cup melt­ 
ed butter and one-quarter tea­ 
spoon grated lemon peel. Put 
one tablespoon minced onion 
into one tablespoon water to 
soften. Then add to above glaze 
mixture. 


Brush over kabobs, and broil 
them over gray coals for 10 
minutes on each side, brushing 
with the glaze every few min­ 
utes. Serve on a toasted hero 
loaf, closing split bun on the 
skewered food and drawing out 
the skewer.

Pre-Season Checkups 
Avert Travel Hitches 


I-J Special Report 
WASHINGTON - While 
you’re checking over the gear 
you’ll use when you get to your 
favorite recreation spot this 
season, don’t forget to check 
out the gear that has to get you 
there, reminds the Tire Indus­ 
try Safety Council. 


“ Your camper and trailer 
tires have probably been stored 
as long as your recreation 
equipment.’’ says Council 
chairman Ross R. Ormsby, 
“ and a flat could spoil the fun 
as easily as a leaky boat.” 
When you inspect your recre­ 
ational vehicle tires if the tread 
groove depth is 1/16 inch or less 
’in two or more adjacent 
grooves they should be re­ 
placed. 
This is the legal minimum in 
many states, and now is a good 
time to estimate if your re­ 
maining tread groove depth will 
last you through the season 
before it reaches the minimum 
safe level of 1/16. 
Always carry a spare tire and 


wheel and include it in your 
inspection, insuring it is also 
properly inflated and you have 
the necessary tools for chang­ 
ing. Acquiring a special size 
tire may not be possible if you 
travel to remote areas. 


When you load up, insure the 
weight is equalized side to side 
and properly distributed fore 
and aft. When properly inflated 
this will promote even tread 
wear. 
Normally you’ll w'ant tires 
capable of higher inflation pres­ 
sures that standard passenger 
car tires to handle the heavier 
loads of these recreation vehi­ 
cles. 
Check your dealer or owmer’s 
manual for size and inflation 
recommendations. 
Remember, when a heavy 
trailer is being towed it can 
possibly reduce steering ability 
of the towing vehicle, requiring 
extra caution on the part of the 
driver.

vehicle act as a fulcrum, or 
center of total pulled weight 
distribution. The normal load 
on the front tires is lightened 
with resulting decrease in de­ 
flection and contact area. 
Inspect your tires regularly 
for foreign matter imbedded in 
the tread which could penetrate 
the tread and cause flats or 
other costly damage, especially 
if you run on rough roads. 


And watch for overheating in 
smaller trailer tires* They can 


turn up to 80 per cent more 
revolutions per mile than those 
on your tow'ing vehicle.

Pool Builders Predict Wet Year 


LOS ANGELES (UPIj •- The 
blue Pacific and its smooth 
strand of beaches are tough 
competition, hut the swimming 
pool industry has done more 
than just keep its head above 
water. 
If anything, the early appear­ 
ance of sum m er w eather in the 
Holden State has assured some 
500 Southern C alifornia pool 
construction firm s of the “ wet­ 
test;’ year ever. 
Time and technology — and a 
healthy new respect for creativ­ 


ity in concrete — have done 
wonders for this leisure indus­ 
try, especially in Southern Cali­ 
fornia, the undisputed cradle of 
the pool world since the 1950s. 
Y ears ago L ib erace m ade 
quite a splash with his unique 
piano-shaped pool, and Holly­ 
wood’s blonde goddess Jayne 
Mansfield spent a small fortune 
on 
a pool contoured like a 
heart. But those days are past 
when only celebrities could in­ 
dulge their hot weather fanta­ 
sies. 


Today the homeowner with a 
good job, healthy credit and the 
capacity to shoulder the month­ 
ly financial demands of a pool 
can put a “ beach in his back­ 
y ard ” for under $4,500 with a 
few accessories thrown in. 
Put an accent on “ few.” 
often the load of poolside 
extras magnify the final cost to 
more than the pool itself. And 
by winter the perspiring new 
ow ner w onders if a second 
mortgage can pull him from 
deep water. 


V e te r a n O u td o o rs m a n Recalls 


“ A lot of people don’t reaiize 
they’re in for ¿50-$ 100 monthly 
paym ents for the rest of their 
life,” says Ken Bourguignon, a 
partner in Dotkin Pools in San 
Fernando VaMey. 


“ Pools a re n ’t cheap, and 
though 
I sh o u ld n 't say it, 
they’re the worst investment.

Evans, a friend of the Moun­ 
tain House, hiking and cam ping 
store in Kentfield, looks with 
am azem ent on the new light­ 
weight, com pact, quality gear 
available today for treks in the 
“ Bush.” He rem em bers very 
different equipm ent that be had 
to cope with as a young British 
eng in eer doing to p o g rap h ical 
surveys in British Columbia. 


He recalls that crews went 
“ in” for periods of eight or nine 
months at a tim e. Oncer em ­ 
barked, there would be no con­ 
tact with the outside world — 
as he puts it: “ no wine or 
w om en for tem p tatio n and 
grief!”

and sometimes days later, the 
heavy lents. 
Since much of the surveying 
was through cold rain forest, 
clothes and rain gear were 
quite heavy. Mackinaws’ were 
worn for shirts; boots were 
knee-high. R ain p an ts, “ tin 
pants',” were m ade of paraf­ 
fined duck cloth. Tarpaulins 
were of this sam e waxed duck 
and very heavy. 
Reading and poker were the 
m ain diversions, so books and 
cards were carried in. “ Liquor 
was absolutely taboo. A drink 
and you went down the trail to 
boat-head!” 
“ Sleeping bags were not used 
in those days, and they were 
viewed with suspicion. It was 
alleged you might get too hot in 
them and then could only open 
up and be too cold. Blankets 
were used, usually Hudson 
Bays. Sheets were not.” 
Individual packs were made 
by wrapping your things in one 
of the heavy waxed tarps, then 
cinching it up with a leather 
harness which included shoul­ 
der straps. Says Evans: “ An­ 
other way to carry the pack 
was to m ake the ancestor of all 
m odern packs: The old corru­ 
gated iron washboard with the 
pack roped on. Metal eyelets 
were spaced on the wooden side 
slots and the pack fastened to 
the board by lacing through 
them. We 
made these pack 
boards ourselves.” Many used 
trum p-lines to the forehead, 
thus transfering some of the 
load to the neck. These packs 


would weigh anything from 70 
to 125 pounds. A good squaw 
with a trum p line could do 200 
pounds. “ B u t.” say s E v ans, 
“ we weren’t good squaw s!” 
In contrast to the back-pack­ 
ing of the early 1900’s, Christie 
F airch ild of the M ountain 
House and Evans com pared a 
20 pound pack in which tent, 
sleeping bag, foam pad, warm 
clothes, rain clothes, food, cook­ 
ing gear, and incidentals, — all 
light and compact — carry in 
one simple shoulder pack scien­ 
tifically designed to carry the 
weight most com fortably by the 
bearer. 
Today’s improved fabrics and 
equipment m ake backpacking a 
pleasure. The experienced hik­ 
er can go for weeks in the back 
country with no heavier load 
then 35 pounds. D ehydrated 
foods, light d u rab le m etals, 
compressable down garm ents 
and sleepers, strong but light 
nylon fabrics — all work togeth­ 
er to make today’s back-pack­ 
ing deluxe the supplier said.

This year some 12,000 Califor­ 
nians will take the plunge. Al­ 
ready pooldom’s Big Ten —■ 
including Anthony’s, Blue Ha­ 
ven and Sunset Pools — have 
recorded a 64 per cent increase 
in first quarter orders over 
1971. Some 2,900 perm its have 
been issued in Southern Califor­ 
nia so far com pared to 1,762 
last year at this time. 
When the searing Santa Ana 
winds spill into Southern Cali­ 
fornia, it’s clear why the San 
Fernando Valley leads the na­ 
tion in pools built. In Orange 
County the sam e brisk activity 
is due to new home building. 
The valley alone has 53,000 
pools. Yet Palm .Springs, with 
its wealthy year-round popula-' 
tion, has perhaps the highest 
per capita num ber of pools in 
the U.S. —■ one home in five is 
equipped. 
When Buster Crabbe was still 
swimming Japs, and Dorothy 
Lam our had a sarong, pools 
were rectangular because old- 
fashioned concrete form s had to 
be poured. 
But gunnite, a concrete mix­ 
ture sprayed from airguns, rev­ 
olutionized the industry in the 
early 1950s and pool geom etry 
really took shape — te a r- 
shaped, 
kidney, oval, round. 
The technique also reduced pool 
costs for white collar salaries. 
Today there are far more than 
250,000 pools in California and 
the m ajority are quickly con­ 
structed with gunnite. 
One of the more distinctive in 
.Southern California perches on 
a hillside terrace in Encino 
overlooking San Fernando Val­ 
ley. Owned by Irv Robbins, 
owner of the Baskin-Robbins 
Ice Cream franchise, the pool is 
distinctively shaped like a cone. 
“ If I had a larger property,” 
Robbins tells visitors, “ I ’d have 
had a double scoop pool.” Je t­ 
liner crews often point out the 
pool to passengers as they fly 


low into Los Angeles. 
In Anaheim, homeowner Rob­ 
ert Subriar, snubbed the usual 
oval shape and wrote a check 
for a 38-foot whale-shaped pool, 
flipper and all. 
A young Inglewood foot spe­ 
cialist, Jerom e Tirsch, spent 
$12.000 for a unique foot-shaped 
pool-the “ big toe” contains a 
sm aller, frothy therapy pool. 
Southern California's love af­ 
fair with backyard bathtubs is 
legend, and at 5,000 feet the 
Santa Monica Mountains wink 
with the tiny blue sequins of 
hundreds of pools. 
One hilltop dweller. Lakers 
basketball star Wilt Chamber- 
lain, recently built a million- 
dollar home and sank $160,000 
into a freeform pool. It winds 
like a m oat into the house. 
“ You can even swim into the 
living room for a cocktail,” 
muses Bourgignon, whose val­ 
ley firm designed the pool. 
Not to be outdone, Playboy’s 
Hugh Hefner has taken up in 
residence in a T udoar-style 
m ansion in 
B everly 
H ills, 
spending $250,000 on a vast, 
boulder-edged pool laced with 
stre a m s, six w aterfalls and 
goldfish ponds. 
There’s also a Hefnerian un­ 
derw ater grotto with psychedel­ 
ic lights, and hi-fi music. “ If 
cost is no object, we can do it,” 
is the motto of the valley outfit 
that designed the Playboy play­ 
ground. 
And, if you’re going to throw 
a p a rty , be sure to invite 
HarryClaus in the valley. The 
popularcomic illustrator rents 
huge, full-colored m urals for 
the bottom of your pool — his 
17-foot nude is a favorite, or 
there are birthday cake designs 
or a giant beer labels.

Volkswagen’s Campmobile 
goes the vacation hideaway 
“three better.” It not only pro­ 
vides living and sleeping space 
for a family of four or five, but 
does it wherever and whenever 
the owner wants and then 
promptly switches back to 
work-a-day use with the turn of 
its key. 
One of the most versatile 
vehilces on the road, the VW 
Campmobile’s 7.3-inch road 
clearance and rear-wheel trac­ 
tion enable it to reach spots far 
off the beaten track — and 
deliver a sedan-like ride in the 
bargain with its independent 
torsion bar suspension. That 
means that it can turn almost 
any spot into a secluded hidea­ 
way. About all it takes to work 
its magic is a map leading to 
the coast, mountains, woods or 
whatever — and the time to 
drive there.

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ehachapi Cattle Ranch Slated 
To Become Huge Resort Mecca 


I-J Special Report 
TEHACHAPI - Work is well 
under way on a huge, new 
development in the Tehachapi 
Mountains, 110 miles north of 
Los Angeles. The 26,000-acre 
project, known as Stallion 
Springs, will be a mountian- 
valley recreational community 
with heavy accent on Western- 
type amenities, designs and de­ 
cor. 
Stallion Springs’ first phase 
*■— comprising 1,786 salable lots 
on 3,680 acres — is largely in 
the Cummings Valley, about 16 
miles west of Tehachapi. The 
property, which has an average 
elevation of more than 4,000 
feet, is owned by Benguet Cali­ 
fornia, Inc., a subsidiary of 
Benguet Consolidated, listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
Homesteaded origianlly by 
settlers in the 1870s, the proper­ 
ty was purchased by Benguet 
California in October, 1969, 
from Rex Ellsworth, well- 
known California horsebreeder 
and race horse owner for $3.4 
million in cash. Stallion Springs 
was used by Ellsworth as a 
cattle and horse ranch. 
The master plan for Stallion 
Springs was developed by Her­ 
man D. Ruth & Associates, 
well-known city and regional 
planning consultants of Berke­ 
ley. Construction on the first 
phase began in November 1970. 
Among facilities already built 


o p the property is Ranch Head­ 
quarters. a 15.5-acre complex of 
modem buildings. Included are 
a large rodeo ring with seating 
for 1,000 persons, bams, cor­ 
rals, a show ring, blacksmith 
shop, tack rooms and a gymkh­ 
ana. 
Under construction are a 
lodge for overnight guests, an 
11.4-acre lake and an 18-hole 
championship golf course. A 
modern highway leads into 
Stallion Springs from Tehach­ 
api. 
The 30 room lodge on a high 
hill near Ranch Headquarters 
is expected to open in April. An 
additional 
25 rooms are 
planned. Designed by Edward 
H. Fickett, FAIA Los Angeles 
architect, the lodge cost more 
than $1 million for construction 
and furnishings. 
The two-level structure will 
have a 114-seat dining room and 
a cocktail lounge with seats for 
50, both with panoramic views 
of the golf course, Ranch Head­ 
quarters and other parts of the 
valley. Contractor on the lodge 
project is the Tumblin Co. of 
Bakersfield. 
Horse Thief Golf and Country 
Club — named after nearby 
Horse Thief Flats, once a mec- 
ca for outlaws — will remind 
golfers that honesty is the best 
policy on the links. The course 
is scheduled for completion in 
October, 1973. 


Most of the residential lots in 
the first phase are zoned for 
single-family use and range up­ 
ward from one-third acre to 15 
acres, with prices starting at 
$4,500. A single-family one-third 
acre lot, fronting on the golf 
course, averages about $14,220. 
Just over 100 lots in this phase 
are zoned for multi-family lots 
range upward from $20,000. 
Construction has begun on a 
water distribution and sewage 
collection system for the “im­ 
m ediate construction” area. 
Work is expected to start this 
spring on the Tehachapi-Cum- 
mings Valley pipeline from the 
Cifornia Aqueduct, which will 
serve Stallion Springs. 


Executive of Benguet Califor- 
nia believe th at Stallion 
Springs’ main sales appeal will 
lie in the second-home market, 
particularly since the area is 
only a short drive from Los 
Angeles. To this end it is ex­ 
pected that model tomes will 
soon be constructed on the 
property on a limited basis. 
Benquet, according to H.B. 
Jones, project manager for 
Stallion Springs, is the principal 
developer of Freeport/Lucaya 
on Grand Bahama Island in the 
Bahamas. 
“Since 1955, we have, in the 
Bahamas, developed an island 
city with a present population 
of more than 20,000.”

Growth Of Mobile Homes On Rise 


The number of mobile home 
spaces in California has dra­ 
matically increased over the 
past two years in what may be 
a prelude to record mobile 
home growth, according to 
Crocker Bank. 


Since 
1970 mobile home 
spaces in the state have in­ 
creased by 58,000, compared to 
a gain of 28,000 between 1968 
and 1970. 


Crocker Bank estimates that 
California mobile home parks 
.are now adding 30,000 spaces 
each year. This represents an 
annual not gain of more than 
10%. 
There are approximately 281,- 
000 spaces in California mobile 
home parks at this time, the 
bank estimated. This compares 
to 223,000 in 1970 and 195,000 in 
1968. 
“ Southern California espe­ 
cially is a mecca for mobile 
homes,” said James M. Her­ 
rera, assistant vice president of 
installment credit administra­ 
tion in Los Angeles. He coordi­ 
nates the bank’s mobile home 
portfolio for the entire state. 
“California has the climate, 
geography and life style for this 
type of living, more so than 
most areas of the country,” he 
said. 
While mobile home sites are 
found in all parts of California, 
Southern California contains 
the heaviest concentration. 
Crocker Bank lists leading 
counties as Los Angeles, San 
Diego, Orange and Riverside. 
In Northern California, the 
leading counties are Santa 
nd Sacramento. 
The rising number of mobile 
home spaces is the result of 
consumer demand, a sharp in­ 
crease in number of parks, and 
a trend toward larger park size, 
the bank’s research shows. 
About 5,500 parks now oper­ 
ate in the state, each averaging 
52 spaces. In 1968, only 4,300 
parks were operating, each av­ 
eraging 45 spaces. New parks 
being constructed today usually 
contain 200 spaces. 
Along with the increase in the 
number of mobile home sites, 
the industry is witnessing a 
corresponding rise in mobile 
home sales, said Herrera. 
“Last year was a record 
sales year of about 28,000 units 
and 1972 will surpass that. Lack 
of new spaces was a limiting 
factor in 1969 and 1970, but now

You can buy one for 99 cents. 
You can spend as much as $200 
or more for a deluxe model. Or 
you can do what most people do 
—buy one in the medium price 
range of $30 to $60. 
That's the best thing about a 
barbecue grill — there's one to 
fit practically every budget. No 
wonder the cookout has become 
a national pastime. 
A survey by the National 
Park Serv ice shows that nearly 
50 per cent of the population 
went picnicking in 1970, adding 
up to a total of 542 million 
picnics for the year. 
Most of these, it is estimated, 
were cookouts. After all, Amer­ 
icans have been cooking out 
since the Pilgrims landed on 
Plymouth Rock. It all comes 
naturally, and picnic areas in 
national, state, and local parks 
and forest preserves have been 
enlarged to make room for 
today’s mass migration back to 
nature. 


THROW IT AWAY 
A cookout can be as simple or 
as elaborate as anyone wants to 
make it. You can buy a disposa­ 
ble grill for 99 cents or a dollar, 
use it once, and throw it away. 
Or you can tote a portable 
charcoal Habachi to your favor­ 
ite picnic site. Also popular is a 
small, folding grill which comes 
with its own canvas carrying 
case. 
Many people prefer a cookout 
in their own backyard. For 
them, there are gas and elec­ 
tric barbecues large enough to 
provide fare for a family reun­ 
ion. Some of the gas-fired grills 
can be permanently installed on 
a post set in the ground. Others 
are mounted on a sturdy metal 
base. 
The new electric units are 
becoming increasingly popular. 
They can be plugged in to 
electrical outlets on the outside 
of a house, or on an apartment 
terrace. They range in price 
from $50 to $130 or more, with 
gas units priced from about $50 


to $200. Installation and acces­ 
sories are not included in these 
figures. 


Kettle grills are priced from 
$12 up. Some are open, but 
most people seem to prefer the 
covered type, in the $30-up 
price range. With a cover, the 
kettle becomes a sort of oven, 
suitable for baking as well as 
roasting. 
Many of the covered portable 
grills now have a heat resistant 
glass window through which 
you can watch the progress of 
the cooking without having to 
lift the lid. 


HEAT CONTROL 
One of the major develop­ 
ments in barbecue equipment 
has been in the area of “con­ 
trolled cooking.” That is, con­ 
trolled temperature. New mod- I 
els feature adjustable flame 
control, built-in thermometers, 
and special burners which dis­ 
tribute the heat evenly over the 
cooking area. Even some of the 
low-cost hibachis now have a 
draft slide for heat control. 
With temperature control, it 
now is possible to barbecue the 
less expensive cuts of meat 
which require slower, longer 
cooking. 
Grills also are getting larger. 
Many manufacturers of gas- 
type barbecues are making sin­ 
gle hearth models with a cook­ 
ing area of some 450 inches or 
more. Larger models have a 
double grill with two burners. 
This enables the chef to cook 
rare and well-done meat at the 
same time, since each burner 
has its own separate control. 
Many models have a warming 
grill where you can keep the 
rare steaks warm while you are 
finishing “well-dones.”

coal for the special flavor it 
gives to meat. More power to 
them — but everyone using 
charcoal in a grill should heed 
the warnings of the National 
Safety Council: 


Never cook with charcoal in­ 
doors — not even on a porch or 
in a garage, unless it is well 
ventilated. Burning charcoal 
produces carbon monoxide and 
the accumulation of this gas 
indoors is potentially danger­ 
ous. 
Don't use highly inflammable 
liquids in lighting charcoal. 
Never — under any circum­ 
stances — should you use gaso­ 
line. The council suggests the 
use of commercial products 
such as liquids and treated 
solid starters. 


But never use a liquid starter 
on a fire that is already going 
or even on apparently dead 
coals. 


Covered barbecuing is recom­ 
mended for its economy — it 
saves charcoal and makes ro- 
tisserizing unnecessary since 
roasting is uniform with heat 
reflecting from all sides. This is 
•particularly true with the kettle 
grill.

CHARCOAL SUBSTITUTES 
Also helping to reduce cook­ 
out costs is the production of 
reusable briquets instead of 
charcoal. One electric model in 
the medium-price field not only 
has heat control and “lifetime” 
briquets but also is self-clean­ 
ing, even the briquets. 
Still many people prefer char- 
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thousands are available, he 
said.

Waikiki 
Most 


Waildki, Island of Oahu, Ha­ 
waiian Islands, is one of Ameri­ 
ca s most valued piece of 
beachfront judged by both cost 
of land and revenue generated 
Should Waikiki improbably go 
on the market, a contemporary 
Croesus would be expected to 
pay about $700 million for the 
scant 7/10th square mile of 
land. 


Incredibly, this area of about 
452 acres — some 150 acres of it 
submerged — in 1971 generated 
about $450 million annually or 
70 percent of the 50th state’s 
entire tourist industry of $644 
million. 
That is a hefty sum for a 
peninsula that until the turn of 
the century was a wet sprawl of 
swamps, duck ponds and rice 
paddies. 
Since the early 1800s, until 
early 20th Century days of Ha­ 
waii s last monarch, land rim­ 
ming the curving stretch of 
beach beside Diamond Head 
was for a privileged few. 
Estates of the alii (royalty) 
and residences of leading fami­ 
lies stretched along the shore in 
1901 when the venerable Moana 
became the first hotel on the 
beach, bringing about a news­ 
paper complaint that the 6- 
storv hotel “ blocked the view of 
Diamond Head” . 
Voyagers 
in 
search of 
warmth and leisure took steam­ 
ers across the sea in increasing 
numbers, creating the need in 
1927 for the opening of the 
Royal Hawaiian Hotel. 
Resident population grew and 
more tourists began to arrive. 
No longer could the beach be 
considered a playground for the 
idle rich, for family homesteads 
were sold and small cottage 
dwellings began to scatter ba.ck 
amidst the ponds behind Kalak- 
aua Avenue. 
It was a somnolent neighbor­ 
hood, somewhat typical of how 
readers of novels pictured the 
tropics. It was not. however, 
without its problems. 
In 1920 its sewer system, laid 
out in the 1880s, demanded im­ 
mediate attention. So overload­ 
ed were systems, that one critic 
deemed the Beach Walk area 
as “ almost one continuous cess­ 
pool” . 
Paradise was not perfect and 
was about to come less so. War 
came to Pearl Harbor — and 
the world; blackouts and coils 


of barbed wire came to Waiki­ 
ki. 
But people — people to de­ 
fend the nation, people to keep 
ships afloat and planes aloft — 
still came to the islands, many 
to settle in Waikiki. 
As late as 1943, Board of 
Health Commissions sent 
squads out hunting mosquito 
breeding places — for dengue 
fever was at epidemic propor­ 
tions: two dead, 1,000 ill. Waiki­ 
ki was “ out of bounds” to 
servieement and tourists. A 
near-deserted village was the 
result. It was almost the last 
time it would be so. 
The visitors came. Hawaii 
had to meet their needs. They 
wanted comfortable hotels, 
good food to eat, places to play, 
ways to see all the sights. 
“ Tourism” became Hawaii’s in­ 
dustry of unparalleled growth. 
Statehood came in 1959 and 
there were about 243,000 visi­ 
tors that year. By 1971 they had 
increased to 1.8 million. For 
most of them, the prime destin­ 
ation in the islands was fabled 
Waikiki. 
By 1909, Waikiki beachfront 
land was selling for about $70 a 
square foot and Waikiki Beach, 
once technically a 100-foot wide. 
300-foot long strip near a groin, 
now became by loose reference 
a nearly three mile beach front 


nsive Real Estate 


extending back several blocks. 
Today, the borders of Waikiki 
loosely stretch from the yacht 
harbor where the Ala Wai Can­ 
al enters the sea. follow the 
canal banks to Kapahulu bor­ 
dering beautiful Kapiolani 
Park, and skirt along beaches 
really called Queens, Kuhio, 
Duke Kahanamokti and De Rus- 
sy. 
It is a busy strip of hotel- 
apartment zones, residential 
areas and avenues and side 
streets of retail stores. Its 
acreage divides to about 77 for 
hotels, 55 for multifamily resi­ 
dences. 37 for commercial es­ 
tablishments. 17 for single-fam­ 
ily dwellings, and 12 for public 
facilities. The rest of the 
acreage consists mostly of 
roads and streets. 
Only about 2.1 per cent of the 
island’s population - 13.124 by 
1970 census of the 40 by 26 mile 
Island of Oahu (also the City 
and County of Honolulu» - lives 
in the Waikiki area. Yet Waiki­ 
ki contributes 12 per cent of the 
Oahu’s property tax and gener 
ates millions of dollars of in­ 
come for Hawaii's people. 
The properties vary highly. 
Only eight of Waikiki's approxi­ 
mately 125 hotels front directly 
on to the sands. Some buildings 
soar to 30 stories, but others' 
low profile* are beneath the

fronds of palms. 
Contemporary architecture 
contrasts with buildings influ­ 
enced by the Orient, or recall 
the Islands of a gentler era at 
the turn of the century. 


Visitors and residents alike 
patronize shops, restaurants, 
nightclubs and lei stands. Both 
shop at the markets. fiH'erup at 
gas pumps and den garments 
right from botiques. 


When the cash register tapes 
are all tallied up for 1971. it is 
estimated that visitors will 
have spent $644 million in the 
State of Hawaii — with some­ 
thing like $400 million in Waiki­ 
ki alone. 
Those visitor dollars don't re­

What does this effort at visi­ 
tor satisfaction show0 Statistics 
indicate travelers are pleased 
by what they have found and 
prove it in the number of return 
trips. 


Of 642.30(1 surveyed visitors 
out of 1970 s total of 1.7 million, 
about 90,000 were on their sec­ 
ond visit to Hawaii; 34,000 were 
on their third time around, and 
77,000 were on their fourth (or 
more) visit to the islands. 


But Waikiki is not resting on 
its laurels. The community and 
tourist industry alike are look­ 
ing. planning and developing 
for the future.

Air pollution caught the 6:03 
to the suburbs. Ask any subur­ 
ban home maker responsible 
for spring cleaning. Residing 
miles from a big city or indus­ 
trial complex doesn’t exempt 
you from the pollution problem. 


Until recently, city and sub­ 
urban dwellers alike could do 
little about the problem insofar 
as their home environment was 
concerned. Now, however, as a 
result of the development of 
home-type air cleaners, the 
homemaker can “win" up to 90 
per cent of the battle with foul 
air. 


The new air cleaner intro­ 
duced by the West Bend Co., for 
example, operates electronical­ 
ly to purge air of pollen (up to 
99 per cent), dust particles (up 
to 90 per cent), then directs air 
through a charcoal filter for 
odor removal. Operational cost 
per day is low since wattage is 
about equal to a 100-watt bulb. 


In terms of housework, the 
air cleaner significantly re­ 
duces the need for dusting by 
attracting airborne cooking 
particles, rug lint, and others. 


In terms of family health, no 
gauge can be set accurately. 
Certainly, pollen removal will 
be noticed by persons subject to 
asthma, hay fever and other 


sinus disorders. Cleaning cigar 
and cigaret smoke from the air 
removes another threat to gen­ 
eral health. 


Antismoking crusaders have 
long contended that cigaret 
smoke is harmful to the non- 
smoker as well as the one who 
smokes. Non-smokers, unfor­ 
tunately, must share the conse­ 
quences with smoking compan­ 
ions and family members. 


The non-sm oker s dilem ma 
can be solved at least on the 
home front by use of an elec­ 
tronic air cleaner which is up to 
90 per cent effective in purify­ 
ing the air of tobacco smoke 
Smoke particles are purged 
from the air electronically after 
which tobacco odor is removed 
by a charcoal filler. 
The West Bend Co. air clean­ 
er; in a walnut-like cabinet, 
also effectively removes or re­ 
duces all other air pollutants 
and odors. The unit retails for 
$179. You don’t have to move to 
a South Sea island or encase 
your house and yard in a plas­ 
tic dome to escape air pollution. 
Subtler means do exist for 
those who prefer to “work with­ 
in the system.” 
Electronic air cleaning units 
are now available which oper­ 
ate at low wattage to free the 
air of man-made pollutants (au­ 


tomobile emissions, industrial 
fumes, tobacco smoke, home 
heating and cooking fumes) and 
the natural pollutants, dust and 
pollen. 
West Bend has developed a 
two-speed air cleaner which re­ 
moves m icroscopic polluting 
particles as well as larger visi­ 
ble particles. Set at high speed, 
the unit circulates and purifies 
air in a 15 by 20 foot room 
about seven times per hour. 
Minute particles are charged 
electronically and collected 
magnetically, while household 
odors are removed by means of 
a charcoal filter.

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's Founder 
Creative Person 


If Aaron Montgomery Ward 
had been born in the 20th Cen­ 
tury he most probably would 
have chosen journalism for a' 
career instead of pioneering 
history’s first mail order busi­ 
ness. 
As part of its 100th anniversa­ 
ry this year. Montgomery Ward 
has reprinted one of the first 
catalogs issued by the fledgling 
company. This engrossing 76- 
page, pocket-sized booklet, first 
published in 1875 is highly trea­ 
sured by Wards because it is 
now recognized as the docu­ 
ment that did more than any­ 
thing else to launch the* firm on 
its successful course for 100 
years. 
Titled “ Catalogue No. 13, 


Spring and Summer, 1875” , the 
booklet was used by Aaron 
Montgomery Ward to announce 
his famous money-back guaran­ 
tee. This simple, but revolution­ 
ary policy at that time must 
have created some difficulties 
in his business relations with 
other merchants because the 
American marketplace in those 
days fully supported the motto: 
“ £¿1 the buyer beware.” 
A versatile treasure chest for 
anyone interested in the buying 
and selling habits of America in 
the 1870s, the catalog provides 
many clues as to the character 
jof Aaron Montgomery Ward, 
who must have spent many 
nights under the glare of a 
kerosene lamp while he created 


his number one sales master­ 
piece. From his writing style it 
is easy to deduce that Ward 
must indeed have been a wily, 
but astute business man. His 
distinct writing style was color­ 
ful, fully representative of the 
spoken words of the times. IBs 
lengthy sentences provide evi­ 
dence that he was not particu­ 
larly a man of few words. 
Rather, he went to great 
lengths to convey full meaning 
to his written words. 
His fatherly advice, explicit 
instructions as to measuring for 
the right fit, and his flowing 
descriptions of the “ high fash­ 
ion” bargains all add to the 
charm of this 19th century gen­ 
ius. 
After establishing the mail 
order business in 1872, Aaron 
Montgomery Ward was faced 
with the formidable task of 
replacing a general store with a 
spell binding catalog. To ac­ 
complish this he had to identify 
himself to his readers as a 
source of unlimited informa­ 
tion. a frequent advisor, a per­ 
sonal friend, and probably most 
important, to be recognized as 
a man brave enough to with­ 
stand the criticism of dissatis­ 
faction. 
No opportunity to promote 
business was overlooked. Ward 
directed this hospitality-laden 
message to Grangers (farm­ 
ers): “ When in Chicago, come 
and see us ... our place of 
business is opposite Matteson 
House where our friends can 
get accommodations for $2.50 a 
day. This is no second or third 
rate hotel, but first class in all 
particulars.” 
Blatantly advertised as the 
“ cheapest cash house in Ameri­ 
ca,” Ward’s catalog No. 13 be­ 
lieved in upgrading all mer­ 
chandise to “ high fashion” 
status. For example, traveling 
trunks with such exotic and 
irresistible names as “ Eugenie, 
Oriental, Saratoga, Monitor, 
^Empress, Imperatrice, Pride of 
the West,” to name a few, were 
.certain to give you the high 
fashion look wherever yon 
went. 
Ward recognized women as 
bargain hunters, and seldom 
disappointed them. Typical of­ 
fering was: “No one can sell 
sewing machines lower than 
ourselves and live.” 
Another: Pullman Palace Car 
Perfume sold for .50 a bottle 
.. . “ required but a few drops 
to perfume the handkerchief for 
days.” 
For the bride-to-be, his linge-

rie section touted: “ bridal 
trousseau, set of three pieces, 
chemise and night dress, fancy 
3-pointed embroidered front, 
with rows of fine tucks, fine 
embroidered edge, drawers to 
match. All made of Fruit of the. 
I^oom cotton and put up in neat 
box, $5.12.” 


He anticipated disappoint­ 
ments and offered this typical 
explanation: “ We intended to 
get out an illustrated price list 
on ladies’ hats, but have con­ 
cluded dealing in them until 
another season.” 
Instructions to the man order­ 
ing a ready-to-wear suit were 
something of a hit-and-miss 
proposition: “ Give your age 
and general build, and we will, 
in nine out of ten cases, give 
you a fit .. . state whether you 
have stooping or square shoul­ 
ders.” 
As a copywriter, he would 
have shamed an Indian medi­ 
cine man. This little gem of a 
cure-all must have been a big 
seller: “ Hill’s Metalic Electro 
Magnetic Brush ... cures head­ 
aches, neuralgia, rheumatism, 
prevents hair from falling off

and aids in restoring grey hair 
to its natural color, $1.25.” 
Ward’s warranties spelled out 
some unusual limitations, espe­ 
cially in footwear: “ Perspira­ 
tion from some feet has the 
same ruinous effect on leather 
as a strong acid, hence we will 
not warrant boots worn without 
socks.” 
His “ fatherly” image to farm 
families was a role earned by 
such helpful reminders as: “ If 
you don’t receive postal from 
us, saying your order has been 
received, see if order is not in 
your other coat pocket. Perhaps 
it is still in your post office 
without any stamp. Maybe you 
forgot to sign your name to the 
order . . . be sure to send 
enough money, if you send too 
much, we will return the 
change.” 
Aaron Montgomery Ward’s 
catalog has come a long way 
since he first published it 100 
years ago, but the tradition 
lives on. Today’s giant Mont­ 
gomery Ward general catalog 
with more than 130,000 listed 
articles continues to serve 
American families as the 
source book for practically all 
their living needs. 
And the anniversary catalog 
of 1972 still states the guarantee 
that has made the company a 
great American enterprise: “ If, 
when you receive your pur­ 
chase, you find that it is not 
completely satisfactory, return 
it. We will gladly exchange it 
for something that is just right 
or refund the price and trans­ 
portation charges you paid. 
“ If, after you have used your 
purchase, you find that it is not 
satisfactory to you and not cov­ 
ered by one of our Special 
Guarantees, simply return it to 
us and explain what is wrong. 
We will make an adjustment in 
cash, credit, merchandise or 
repair completely satisfactory 
to you.”
